C. J, Blanchard of the United States 
Geological Survey, who has charge of 
the party, suid: “We expected to find 
a barren desert here below sea level, 
with some few little farms: -we ex- 
pected no such great agricultural ter- 
ritory as this.

CHICAGO, June .—This evening 
while Frederick Jones, a colored team- 
ater, was unloading some lumber at an 
uncompleted building at West Twelfth 
and Sangamon streets, a mob number- 
ing 1000 men, women and children. 
gathered around him and commenced 
to throw stones and other missiles. Po- 
licemen Benson and Schempser, who 
were guarding the wagon, drew clubs 
and attempted to drive back the mob, 
but with little effect, both officers be- 
ing struck several times with stones. 

While the trouble was at its height, 
John Hince, a union teamster, made 
his way through the crowd, and coming 
on Jones while he was stooping over 
throwing of some lumber, struck him 
over the head with an ax. cutting a 
gash in the scalp three inches long. 
Hince struck a second time, taking off 
sevreal fingers of Jones's left hand, 
which he raised to protect himself. 
Hince then attempted to escape, and 
Officer Benson, who started in purruit. 
was hampered greatly by the crowd, 
who tried to shield Hince. Hince was 
captured by the officer, after a chase 
of two squares. The wound of Jones 
is serious.

Both Mrs. Runyon and Hoops were 
unconscious for half an hour after be- 
ing taken from the water, but are ex- 
pected to recover. 

The accident occurred at the north 
end of the bridge, where there is an 
upward slope of 200 feet before the end 
of the bridge or the edge of the Jraw 
is reached. This slope is so steep that 
t has not been necessary to stretch 
chains across the roadway, as is done 
at a number of other bridges, for the 
reason that it would be almost impos- 


sible for a vehicle to slide over the 
edge into the river. 

Tonight the occupants of the auto- 
mobile which dashed into the river 
were coming south on Rush street, 
close behind another machine, the 
chauffeur of which, seeing that the 
draw was open, siackened speed and 
was coming to a stop about fifty feet 
from the edge of the draw, when Hoops, 
who was driving the rear machine, 
thinking to pass ahead, pulled out to 
one side, and, putting on extra power, 
shot toward the open draw at the rate 
of twenty miles an hour. 

When close to the open draw he real- 
ized his danger, and, throwing all his 
weight on the steering wheel, at- 
tempted to turn the machine to the 
left and by running along the edge of 
the draw make a quick turn and re- 
gain the roadway. 

The machine was too close to the 
draw to permit of this, however. The 
machine turned slightly and for a 
fraction of a second hung on the 
brink. The tire of the front wheel 
ripped off, the hub broke, and the ma+ 
chine, after sliding along the edge for 
a few feet, dropped into the river, 
thirty feet below.

The Panama of today was begun shortly after Mor- 
gan's butcheries.

Every House a Fort. 


Panama itself looks like a fortification. Every house | 
seems to have been put up to withstand the raids of 
pirates and revolutionists.

VENOM MADE HARMLESS. 
A recent and most curious discovery made in connec- 
tion with the study of radium is its peculiar property of 
destroying the poisonous effect of the venom of serpents. 
This was ascertained in France by Prof. C. Phisalix. He 
states that an exposure of from fifty to sixty hours to the 
rays of radium is sufficient to destroy the poisonous cher- 
acter of the poison of the viper, and the same is true of 
the poison of the cobra, which is interesting in view of 
the fact that the latter poison resists the action of heat 
much longer. 
the radium emanation was employed instead of the direct 
action of the radium rays, and a glass tube was filled 
with a I-per cent. solution of viper poison to about two- 
thirds its height. The tube was then exhausted and 
filled with air containing radium emanation, after which 
it was allowed to remain for twenty-four hours, in the 
course of which time the liquid acquired an opalescent 
luster and a strange odor. When injected into a guinea 
pig it had toxic effect, and the only change noted was 
a loss of weight by the animal. By diluting the poison 
with distilled water and exposing as before, it was found 
that the toxicity disappeared in six hours, but when glyc- 
erine was used a much longer time was required. The 
opalescence mentioned is caused by suspended particles, 
and the conclusion reached is that the radium emanation 
acts to decompose albumenold poisons. Inasmuch as the 
emanation has no effect on the poisons of the lizard or 
the common toad, it is believed that a new method has 
been found to study the constitution of poisons of ser- 
pents, which will enable the experimenter to discrimina 
between them.— Harper's Weekly.

Adjacent 
to the village is a swamp checkered with hot pools, 
ponds, mud volcanoes and steaming fissures. Among 
them is Lobster bath, so called because of the condition 
in which it leaves the skin after ablution. The mud 
volcanoes are sullen objects of subterranean disturbance. 
Day and night they sputter and throw their boiling 
mud spitefully at the passerby. Usually they are only 
a few feet high, but they are fearfully hot and active. 

In the midst of this pent-up nature there are a few 


from Rotorua, at the head of a creek which its tre- 
mendous expulsion makes possible, is one of them. 
This wonderful spring is fed by underground streams, 
which flow with such force that between 4,000,000 and 
| 5,000,000 gallons of water is discharged by the spring 
every twenty-four hours. The water is as clear as 
crystal, and after it is discharged it courses over 
luxuriant beds of watercress. The rush of water is so 
great that ordinary objects cast into the spring do not 
sink. A favorite amusement of tourists is to cast hand- 
_fuls of the large English pennies into it. In no case 
do they sink more than a few feet, and never fail to 
light upon the shelving, after a brief and devious 
career. Maoris of the neighborhood make it a business 
to collect the coppers, and they do so by means of a 
stout pole. The pole is thrust firmly into the walls of 
| the spring. While one native descends, keeping a tight 
hold on the pole and gathering the pennies, his com-. 
rade stays in a boat and supports him. Were ut not 
for the pole, the Maoris could do nothing, for they would 
be buffeted about by the rising flood like feathers at sea.

Wai-o-tapu, “sacred waters,” twenty miles south of 
Rotorua, is a place of varied interest. The scenery 
along the coach road is for the most part monotonous 
until Maungakakramea, “Rainbow” Mountain, looms up 

in sight, a short distance from the destination. This 
eminence gets its name from the earth of many hues 
| which compose it. Lying at the north end of Wai-o- 
tapu Valley: it overlooks a striking scene of thermal 
activity. At its base is a tiny lake whose waters are 
as green as the grass of springtime, and only a few 
hundred feet from it is a lakelet sparkling with clear 
reflections. As one gets past the shoulder of the moun- 
tain and the valley comes into view, a wonderful trans- 
formation takes place. The traveler who has become 
weary of the monotony of the fern-covered hills, breaks 
into exclamations of wonder and amazement as column 
after column of steam rises slowly in the still air. Down 
in the valley there are hundreds of these pillars of 
steam; on the hillsides there are scores, and occa- 
sionally a solitary one is seen far up the slopes and in 
the deep recesses of Maungakakaramea.

Wal-o-tapu is full of interest, from Champagne Lake 

to Mustard Pool, and from the black sulphur beach of 

the blue-gray lake to Alum cliffs. Champagne Lake, a 
hot sheet of water of profound depth, has a beautiful 

cream-colored beach formed by sicileous sediment 

thrown put by its waters. When a shovelful of sand 

near by is cast mito the lake, all the colors of the sand 

are reproduced, and the water foams very much like 

champagne. The water of the lake flows over a series 

of beautifully-tinted terraces built of various colored 

sediments, and about 300 feet below forms Rainbow 

Falls. Here is a blue lake whose waters are cold, with 

the exception of a hot pool in the center. . Near it is a 

deep green lakelet, on the shores of which a baby geyser 

spurts from a large rock. The blue lake, which has a 
shade of gray, has a black sulphur beach at one end, 
the constituents of which very much resemble burnt 
popcorn. Between the lake and Rainbow Falls there 
are many colored pools, which are called by the guide 
Custard, Cream, Cocoa, Butter, Mustard, Ink, Kerosene 
and Cow. The Mustard pool.is most deserving of its 

name, for its color is like yellow mustard and its in- 
gredients are piping hot. One of the curious objects 
of interest is the Bee Hive, a sulphur pile built up by 
droppings of sulphur in a small cavern. In the top of 
| the hive is an opening through which steam pours. 
When a lighted match is applied to the aperture; steam 
issues forth with a rush and twice the usual volume. 
The same results can be obtained with several smal! 
openings in the volcanic floor. At the head of Queen's 
| Walk, composed of silicates, is a silica formation called 
the Queen's Bust. On the edge of the walk the ground 
quivers with the disturbance beneath and is so dan- 
gerous in places that fences have been built as a pre- 
cautionary measure. The composition of Alum cliffs 
tastes much like the article of commerce. It is soft. 


— 


Waimangu, the king of all geysers, is traceable to 
Tarawera’s excesses. It is located at the base of the 
mountain, and when in action, throws water, mud and 
stones from 400 to 1000 feet high, while steam rises 
to a height of 5000 feet. It plays, on the average, about 
every thirty hours. So fearful is its strength that one 
risks his life when he ventures near the quiet pool 
from which it issues with a mighty roar. This pool 
is about an acre in extent and of great depth. Adjacent 
to it is a boiling lake. 


Wairoa is a Maori village which was destroyed in 
the terible eruption of Mount Tarawera, in June, 1886. 
Scores of natives and a few white men lost their lives 
and were buried under an enormous fall of ashes and 
mud. It is one of the chief points of interest and is 
reached by a coach road which passes through lovely

must be well brought up, and must be a Protestant.” 

In our country it is imperative that a Protestant prince 
marry a Protestant. and in Germany the Crown Prince 
must marry one of the same religion. When the young 
Czarevitch is old enough to choose a bride, she will have 
to adopt the religion of the Greek church, uniess it is 
already hers, just as the present Czaritza did when she, 
a Protestant, became the Czar’s wife. But should a Ro- 
man Catholic king elect to marry a Protestant wife, the 
Pope may-grant a dispensation, which will maké the alli- 
ance valid in the eyes of the church. Thus, were the 
| King of Spain to become Princess Patricia of Con- 
/ naught’s husband, she would retain her religion, and the | 
children of the marriage, if any, would be brought up in 
the faiths of their parents—the boys Roman Catholic, | 
and the girls Protestant.

An experience rather more novel still was mine, 
when, the inevitable rain coming on once more, I was 
again obliged to resort to the rails at a village called 


Roscrae. Here I bought a ticket for Kildare, being 
told that I was to change at Ballybrophy. The influ- | 
ence of orderly Anglo-Saxon thought being still strong | 
upon me, I rashly inferred that I was not to change | 
anywhere else. 0 

The upshot was that I found myself in Dublin, While 
my bike and grip had gone to Kildare, the conductor | 
adding insult to injury by declaring that I must pay the | 
additional fare or accompany him to the office of the 
inspector on arrival in Dublin. As an American citi- 
zen, I preferred the latter alternative. 

But on alighting from the train, this worthy was not 
in sight, and the imspector’s office was closed. So I 
went in search of the station master, and found him | 
flirting with a lady at the other end of the long rr 
form. 

“Oh, your luggage-has gone wrong then,” was his 
version of the case, and he promised to attend to hav- | 
ing the things forwarded from Kildare. There was no | 
train back there that evening, so I had to make the best | 
of it, amd remain in a strange city, without a stitch of | 
extra clothing (I was clad in my bicycle costume, which | 
had seen hard wear) or necessaries for the night, or 
even my wheel, to give me a semblance of respecta- 
bility and insure consideration at a hotel or lodging- | 
house. | 

In this condition I was compelled to remain for three 
days, during which time I did not see a great deal of 
the city of Dublin, excepting that portion of it Which 
lay between the railway station and my lodgings. I 
also became very familiar with the station itself, hav- | 
ing made as many as seven or eight trips during that 
time in the effort to recover my “lost luggage,” from a 
town only twenty miles away. 


I interviewed over and over again the superintendent | 
of the line, the inspector, the station master, the bag 
gage smasher, and the presiding genius of the lost-lug- 
gage office. Half a dozen wires were sent between the 
two places, the last being a d. u., as they told me, de- 
man urgent.” But it failed to bring my bike and grip. 
It should have been a p. d. d., but doubtless that would 
have been quite as ineffectual. 

It is not, however, till one goes on the continent that 
the full joys of European travel are experienced. As 
to dense ignorance of what is transpiring on their own 
lines, the French officials are easily the equals of the 
Briitsh, but in place of the stolid calm of the latter, 
they are endowed with peppery tempers that on the 
slightest provocation lead to a very lava flowgof that 
sharp condiment. At. each stopping place the passen- | 
gers thrust their heads out of the window and yell 
wildly for the guard. If the digestion of this indtvid- 
ual happens to be in good condition, he may condescend | 
to answer their questions. But usually he appears to 
be a victim either of dyspepsia or deafness, and utterly 
ignores their existence. 

Were it not for the kindly aid vouchsafed by the 
passengers to one another, I believe that two out of ev- 
ery three of them would go astray. However, on ac- 
count of the stagnation of their lives, and the infre 
quegcy of their journeys, and consequent lack of fami- 
larity with their own country, the natives are often 
as much at sea as the foreigners from thousands of 
miles away. 

All the arrangements seem to be made with diabolical 
ingenuity to compel the passenger to do all the work. 
The stations cover an enormous area of ground, and 


was put through a severe cross-examination coverin: 
the history of my entire life. Then, my identity being 
established to their satisfaction, the customs officers 
proceeded to explore my trunk. 

After having nicely disarranged its contents, the au- 
tocrat of the duties commanded me, with a word 
a gesture, to close it. “Do it yourself, if you please!” 

He glanced up in surprise, and, seeing the 
fire in my eye, recognized me as one of those holy ter- 
rors of American women. Hesitating a moment, and 
with one eye on me, he gently patted and pressed 
the things back into place and locked the trunk. 

Then, a few more formalities having been gone 
through with—among which was the payment of $4.86 
for the short distance from Berlin to Paris by slow 
freight—I was allowed to take possession of my prop- 
erty. This experience cured me effectually of “spedi- 
teuring.” 

In trying to check my bicycle at the Gare de Lyon | 
was sent from pillar to post, and from post back to 
pillar. The ticket agent said I could have the machine 
registered, the freight man declared I couldn't, and 


finally somebody told me to hunt up the “chef des bag 


ages.” I made a pedestrian tour of the quarter-mile 
equare station, passing through three gates, climbing 
over pyramids of trunks, and jumping one rope barrier, 
and at last found the chief of the baggage engaged in 
twiddling his thumbs. 


He kindly consented, however, to go with me and 
straighten out the matter, adding that they always had 
that same kind of trouble with bicycles. I suggested 
that by adopting the American system, they might avoid 
all this. But there is no inducement for them to do 
so, as it is only the passengers who suffer, while the 
lives of the officials are a perpetual picnic. It takes 
them about half an hour to make out a paper, or do a 
thing that an American would dispose of in “three 
shakes of a lamb’s tail.” 

My statement that in the United States we could 
send a trunk from the Atlantic to the Pacific ocean for 
nothing, on our ticket, and claim it simply with a small 
brass or paper check, was received with scornful in- 
credulity. It was to them what the Italians call an 
“Americanata,” or American fairy tale. 


To cure one forever of a partiality for government 


railways, it is only necessary to take the journey from 


Paris to the Riviera. The rates are about the same as 
on our own roads, with the difference that the journey 
is the acme of discomfort. Though this is perhaps the 
most traveled road in all Europe, only night trains are 
run at the height of the season and the carriages are 
not provided with sleepers, except those of the first- 
class, used only by the nobility and costing double 


rates. 


On many of the French and Italian trains there are 
no carriages exclusively for ladies, and you have Hob- 
son's choice of riding in a smoker or staying behind. 
In the carriage with me were two other women and 
four men. The women were sisters, one of them Il and 
suffering from a hacking cough. Yet two of the men 
smoked during the entire time. 


The women had been told that they were not to 
change at Marseilles, but when we reached that city, in 
the dead of night, the guard thrust his head in and 
informed them that they must get off and change to 
another train. Bewildered and disheveled, the poor 
ladies were hustied out into the cold night, their wraps 
and packages being pitched after them. 

Once, during a hot summer's night, I was closeted in 
a half-carriage at the end of the train with three men. 
One of them got out, and I seized the opportunity to 
rest my weary limbs for a brief moment, by curling up 
in the corner. Later I awoke out of a dream that one 
of the Alps had falien on me, to find a fat soldier sit- 
ting on my feet. With the greatest composure he per. 
mitted me to drag these members from under him. thus 
administering a fitting reproof for my lack of attention 
to the needs of an officer and a gentleman. 

My trip from Cologne to Paris was a memorable one 
in many respects. The scene at departure defied de 
scription, the wild struggles of the people to obtain 
seats in the already overcrowded carriages, the utter 
uselessness of the functionaries, who combine German 
fussiness with French excitability and show no consid- 


eration whatever to women. 


On account of the heavy traffic, the express train 
which my ticket entitled me to travel on had been al

It is well to arrive about two hours ahead of the 
scheduled hour for departure, and you will not be likely 
to find the time hang heavily on your hands. The 
proper procedure is for some of the party to hold down 
the baggage by sitting on it, while the rest go in search 
of the uniformed dummies who are supposed to attend 
to it.

mental diseases which has followed the stress and strain 
of modern business and social life, it must be admitted 
that in the United States, and even in Great Britain, gov- 
ernmental beneficence has not progressed beyond the 
ellemosynary function of providing asylums in which the 
more or less hopelessly incurable victims of insanity, 
who have become a burden and menace to their friends, 
can drag out in safety and physical comfort the remnarts 
of their stricken lives. If here and there a private clinic 
has made a hopeful beginning with the pathological 
treatment of mental diseases; it has been due to individ- 
ual initiative, and the ministrations of such institutions 
are restricted mainly to patients of the well-to-do class, 
leaving the great majority of poor unfortunates to drift 
on to a stage of mental alienation in which they become 
dangerous to themselves and those about them, and 
therefore entitled to the attention and support of the 
State. Germany has taken a long and important step 
beyond this, and to give a simple statement of the means 
employed and some of the results attained is the motivé 
and purpose of the present report. 

“There are in this country twenty-two psychiatrical 
clinics, or hospitals for the treatment of mental diseases. 
Most advanced and worthy of study are those located at 
Kiel, Glessen, Strassburg, Berlin, and, latest and most 
important of all, the new clinic at Munich, which, in all 
that relates to perfection of equipment and arrangement 
as well as to the scientific enlightenment of methods em- 
ployed, stands undoubtedly at the head of all institutions 
of its class in this or any other country.

ago. I saw in the Louvre in Paris a vase over a thou- 
sand years old, on which was depicted a Grecian youth 
blowing bubbles in much the same manner as we do to- 
day. At a matter of fact, that youth of ancient times had 
a trurer idea than we of blowing bubbles, for he did use 
a pipe, or tube rather, of goodly diameter, whilst we of 
this supposedly inventive century still adhere to the mis- 
erabie pin-holed clay pipe. Now of all the contrivances 
ever used for blowing bubbles, a clay pipe is certainly the 
very worst. My, how our little cheeks would puff out, 
and the veins in our temples swell as we endeavored to 
force air through those abominable pipes! Why, the 
first and most important item of successful bubble-blow- 
ing is to get air into the films as rapidly as possible, and 
yet—think of it, will you!—we have chosen for this pur- 
pose a diabolical instrument which almost prohibits the 
passage of air altogether. It hardly seems credible that 
reasonable beings should not have realized this error at 
once, instead of persevering in it decade after decade, un- 
til it seems as though they never will wholly overcome 
it. A cornucopia hastily made out of a stiff sheet of pa- 
per is better for this purpose than all the pipes that were 
ever manufactured. 

If you wish to really enjoy bubble-blowing, if you wish 
te produce glorious bubbles measuring three feet or more 
in circumference, use @ paper cornucopia. 

Then, too, what an unreliable solution we uséd in our 
younger years, and how we would stir it up, and stir it 
up, and keep on stirring it up. I remember we boys used 
to arouse the mixture until its surface was covered with 
a heavy froth Now let me state, once for all, that the 
presence of bubbles—no matter how tiny—either on the 
surface of the solution, or clinging to the opening of the 
cornucopia or other instrument chosen for the blowing 
of bubbles,’ te always preventive of suceessful results.

It is stated that the 
American spinners do not spin the fiber fine enough and 
that the cotton Is shipped to England and spun and then 
sent back to the United States to be run through the 
mills. 

If the plans work out that now are assuming definite 
shape, it is the intention to secure the finest spinning 
apparatus and thus preclude the necessity of sending the 
raw material to Europe and paying charges both ways 
If this can be dune, and neither Dr. Dowie nor Judge 
Barnes see the slightest doubt against it, Zion will be 
able to compete most successfully with any lacemaking 
mills in the world. It is believed that the true solution

Dowie’s Mexican Zion. 


Monk THAN THE TILLING OF SOIL 
TO BE DONE THERE. 


From the Merican Herald. 


HAT the planting of a city by Dr. John Alexander | 

T Dowie on the plains of Tamaulipas will mean more 

than the mere cultivation of the land in an attempt 

to extract its latent riches is amply attested by Dr. A. J. 

Gladstone Dowie, son of the Zionist prophet, and Judge | 
V. V. Barnes, both of whom say that nothing will be 
_ left undone to secure every advantage that can be taken 
_ from the property or build up any industry that may | 
_ flourish there. Natural resources will form an impor- 
tant item in formulating the plan of development con- 
_ templated by those at the head of the new Zion city, but 
nature will not be asked to do everything Human en- 
| ergy and a thorough knowledge of what is good for the | 
new colony will be brought to bear in an endeavor to 
make the place one in which everything conduces to the 
general good and the general improvement of the colo- | 
nists. It is the expressed purpose and aim of Dr. Dowie | 
to do everything in his power to make the new city the 
peer of the old one, and his efforts will be seconded by 

those whom he will place in charge of the enterprise. 

While the new Zion will be modeled in its lines of gov- 
ernment much along those which obtain in the Lilinois | 
city. It is.belleved by Judge Barnes that modifications 
may have to be made here on account of difference ot 
climate and modes of conducting business in Mexico. 
The fundamental laws of government, however, will be | 
the same as at Zion City and what modifications, if any, 
that come will not be in the interpretation of the laws 
nor either in their enforcement, but rather in the minute 
difference that must characterize the ruling of two mu- 
nicipal bodies living under such divergent phases as 
characterize Mexico and Illinois. Dr. Dowie states that 
his laws are the same throughout the world, and that 
articles which are binding on Christian Catholics in 
Europe likewise are binding on Christian Catholics in 
America, with the difference that certain modifications 
in their interpretation may be found to be beneficial in 
the case of converts whose life heretofore has been lived 
in climates that differ so materially from what will be 
encoufitered in Mexico. Matters of this character, how- 
ever, will be left to the wise discretion of Dr. Dowie and 
his appointees to execute offices in the new colony. 

An industry that will be the first of ite kind in Mexico 
will be the cultivation of silk worms from cocoons im- 
ported and planted amid the groves of mulberry trees 
which are to be found In various parts of the new planta- 
tion site. Dr. Dowie leans toward the belief that the 
cocoon will thrive and do exceedingly well from their in- 
ception. From the resultant silk webs the silken cloth 
and silken laces will be manufactured, this industry pos- 
sibly assuming a larger significance on this account, the 
manufacture of laces being already one of the most pros- 
perous enterprises fostered by Dr. Dowie. 

As yet the importation of the silk worm is in a tenta- | 
tive state, but Dr. Dowie states that it simply resolves 
to a question es to whether or not the climate of Ta- 
maulpas is favorable to its growth.

the promoters of the enterprises of Tamaulipas and the 
new Zion city. 

This proposition of making sweets will be aided prop- 
erly by the fact that the sugar cane and various fruits 
entering into the candy will be raised directly on the 
ranches of the community and the importation of all 
classes of ingredients will be rendered unnecessary. Al! 


the component parts of the lifferent kinds of candies will 
be found right on the premises of the community and 
the making of the sweets will be entrusted to as skillful 


hands as now do the work in the Illinois city. 
Cultivation of fruits for narket will be among the 


' greatest sources of revenue for the colonists. It has 


been ascertained that large acreages of the new lands are 


adapted especially to fruit farming and the fact that the 


new Zion City will have a seaport to ship the commodi- 
ties to the world will be an important factor in encour- 
aging the colonists to plant and reap early in order to 
strike the northern markets just at the time the fruits 


| will command the best prices. Oranges, limes, bananas, 


pineapples, lemons, and various other tropical frufts 
will be among those returning the best revenue. | 
Nor should the truck farming be forgotten, for in it lies 
the future making of the colonists. The soi] is adapted 
to every class of garden vegetable, and the aim of the 
promoters is to see that every colonist raises at least 
enough garden products to supply his own wants. 


To insure production during the dry season, a system 
of irrigation will have to be devised. and this can be done 


| readily by using several large basins of fresh water 


which have collected in the craters of extinct volcanoes 
and which need tapping only to afford, in connection 
with what can be otherwise conserved, an adequate sup- 


| ply for all purposes. Particular attention was paid to 


this by Dr. Dowie and his party while leoking over the 
land and one of the reports forwarded to the First 
Apostle at Zion City, III., describes the feasibility of this 
method of irrigation and its cheapness once that the tun- 
nels have been cut and dams and other means provided 
and connection established between the water on top and 
the lower land trenches that are to convey the fluid to 
the various gardens. — 8 

Printing facilities will be among the first things to be 
considered in the new colony, and it is quite likely that 
the same publication now emanating from Zion City 
presses will be found in Tamaulipas. What also is 
probable, is that competent scholars will be employed 
for the education and uplifting of the numbers of Mex- 
icans which, it is expected, will become identified with 
the work in Tamaulipas and elsewhere, and for all us- 
ing the Spanish language anywhere. 

In the lumber business the new colonists will find an 
outlet for their energy, for land contains large forests of 
woods of various classes and adapted to all kinds of 
products. Sawmills and planing-mills will go into the 
wilderness, and in sending out the completed building 
materials will give the colonists the wherewifhal to build 
their homes as well as to export some to the United 
States or sell it here in Mexico where the demand prob- 
ably will be best. This will be ons of the first steps ta- 
ken In the development of the lands, as the clearing of 
the forests is necessary first to a successful cultivation of 
crops after the wood has been removed. 

But while doing so much for be temporal welfare of 
the colonists, it will be the aim of the leaders to do still 
even more for their moral and intellectual development. 
Schools and colleges will blossom in the wilderness and 
education will be given to all that they may be able to 
fight their own battles on a par of equality with others. 
Dr. Dowie belleves in intellectual progress even more 
strongly than he does in‘commercial supremacy, and 
while the latter is fustered as carefully as possible the 
former is made to keep e§ual pace with it. In the 
schools the pupils will learn those things which will aid 
them in making their own lives and the lives of their 
descendants ones of -which not only themselves but the

that has been brought up in England, according to a Lon- 
don correspondent of The Times. The facts, as given by 
the correspondent, are these:

found to be suffering from heart disease, that might 
cause him to drop dead at any moment or without warn- 
ing render him incapable of attending to the work on 
| whose performance depended the safety of thousands of 
| passengers. On this account the doctor urged him to 
seek some other employment, where his liability to sud- 
| den death or collapse would not endanger other lives. 
The man refused. Other jobs were not easily found, 
especially by a man suffering from heart disease. Self- 
preservation was the first law of nature. Therefore, he 
would stick to his job, and the traveling public, who 
used that particular section of the line over which he 
stood guard, would have to take their chances. By such 
' reasoning, he found it easy to justify his decision. 


“But the medical man was haunted by the knowledge 
that his patient's condition might lead to an appalling 
disaster, in which scores of lives might be lost, and hun- 
dreds be maimed and injured. All possibility of such a 
terrible catastrophe would be averted if he should inform 
the railway company of the signalman’s physical condi- 
tion. That would lead to his prompt removal from the 
signal box. He might be giwen another job, or he might 
be sacked.“ But if the doctor should inform the com- 
pany of the facts that had come to his knowledge in his 

| professional capacity, would he not be guilty of a breach 
of the obligations imposed upon him as a physician? In 


| this dilemma he asked the ‘British Medical Journal’ to 
decide for him. 
ur correspondent,’ says the editor, ‘has done his 
duty by pointing out to the patient his unfitness for 
work, but he would be violating the rule of professional 
, secrecy if he communicated to the company the facts 
| which have become known to him in his professional ca- 
_ pacity.” Which amounts to saying that considerations of 
medical etfquette are of more importance than the se-

His 
friend, O. S. Whitmore, of Pasadena, who called the edi- 
tor’s attention to the case, states that of over 200 cases 
that Mr. Dow has treated in this State, with almost no 
failures, the majority have paid him nothing, or in a few 
cases only what could be considered most beggarly fees. 
Mr. Whitmore tells of a regular physician of Pasadena, 
who is also a preacher in the Friends’ Church, and who 
was cured of cancer by Mr. Dow. With a cowardly fear 
of “medical ethics,” this physician begged Mr. Whitmore 
not to say or write anything that might bring down upon 
him the anger of his fellow-practitioners. The name of 
this physician is E. F. Benson, of Ashtabula street. Mr. 
Whitmore also tells of a man named Foltz, formerly em- 
ployed by the Founders and Employers Association of 
Los Angeles, who was cured by Mr. Dow of cancer on the 
tongue.

Cerebro - spinal Meningitis. 
g ERE is some more able medical information on the 
subject of cerebro-spinal menigitis, a deadly disease 
that is attracting much attention throughout the country 
just now. In regard to the cause of the disease, Dr. W. 
P. Millspough says: 

“Epidemic cerebro-spinal menigitis is caused by infec- 
tion with the diplococcus intracellularis meningitidis (or 
meningococcus:) and, according to Councilman, the great 
majority of cases of sporadic primary meningitis are due 
to infection with the same organism. A minor number 
of sporadic acute primary cases are caused by the p neu- 
mococcus and streptococcus. Some of the older writers 
consider the pneumococcus to be the infective agent in 
some epidemics, but the careful investigations of Coun- 
cilman, Mallory and Wright point to the diplococcus in- 
trecellularis as the sole bacterial cause of the epidemic

The properties of the Searchlight Copper-Gold Mining Company, on Copper Mountain, to be developed on a large scale. 


The following article—which appeared in a recent issue of the Los Angeles Mining Review te 


The mineral belt of Nevada. of which 
the great Comstock lode was but the 
outcrop, may be described as the most 
richly mineralized zone of North Amer- 
fea, 80 far as yet known. The riches 
of Tonopah, of Goldfield, of Searchlight 
and of the Bullfrog district have estab- 
lished that beyond all possible dispute; 
not in any other region of the world 
has se much gold been taken out within 
so short a time and from such little de- 
velopment as has come from the dis- 
tricts named. They are all in and on 
this great mineral beit of Nevada. The 
Comstock lode was efsentially a pro- 
duwer of silver; the gold in its ores rep- 
resented but a small percentage of their 
total values. The Tonopah ores are 
also, primarily, silver ores, but they 
carry a higher percentage of gold 
values than did, or do, the Comstock 
ores. But tn the Gol.ifeld ores aud the 
Bullfrog ores the values ure practically 
all guld; the silver and copper in them 
cut proportionately but a small tigure. 
By also at Searchlight. The ores of the 
Searchlight district are gold ores, but

Searchlight ts the pioneer gold camp 
of Nevada. at is a fact worth noting 
historically. It is now some seven years 
since gold was discovered there; it was 
in the Searchlight mine, after which 
the district was named. Searchlight is 


at almost the extreme southern end of 


this great mineral belt of Nevada, run- | 


ning cleng the eastern slope of the 
Sierra Nevada and parallel with the 
great Mother lode of California. While

It ts of Searchlight district, or, to be 
more cxact, of a large property in 
Searchlight district that I am now going 
to speak, and which I recently vis- 
ited in company with some Los Angeles 
parties, among whom were O0. B. Steen, 
the well-known mine owner and oper- 
ator; C. A. Calkins of the Calkins 
Company. N. F. Wilson, general man- 
age of the Southwestern Securities 
Company, and M T. Morrow. With us 
was Harry J. Newton, the well-known 
mining editor of Denver, Colo., and au- 
thor of some works on mining subjects. 


Our destination was Copper mountain 
and the object of our visit was to have 


a look at the group of claims situated’ 


on Copper Mountain, owned by the 
Searchlight Copper-Gold Mining Com- 
pany. Copper Mountain is twelve miles 
northeast of the town of Searchlight 
and about two miles northwest of where 
the Quartette Mining Company of 
Searchlight bas its stp mili on the 
Colorado River. To reach it from 
Searchiight you cross that immense 
“Wash.” of which so much has been 
said and which undoubtedly contains 
a very large amount of placer gold. 

re are seven claims in the group, at 
the base of the southern extremity of 
the Eldorado range of mountains and 
about 500 feet up in the foothilis, with- 
in which ils Copper Mountain. Long de- 
fore reaching it the outcroppings are 
visible and even before making any 
critical examination the prospector be- 
comes convinced that it contains im- 
mense bodies of mineral. The group 
covers nearly the entire surface of the 
mountain and is located in what is gen- 
erally known out here as “Dupont 
Camp.” 

The camp, as I have stated, is about 
twelve miles northeast of Searchlight. 
with a good road between them. The 
development on the mines is such as to 
permit of judging of their great possi- 
bilities, but not to an extent sufficient 
to enable one to accurately judge of 
their extent, although the surface indi- 
cations give assurance of immense min- 
eral wealth. Blowouts occur, but the 
work that has been done on the prop- 
erties shows a well-defined vein system 
of copper leiges carrying high values 
in gold and some silver.

Californian who visits the Portland 
Exposition will welcome the return 
to the system of having the State ex- 
hibits assembled under one roof—in a 
Dullding distinctively Californian, Alled 
with Californian products, forming a 
vallying place for Californians, and ex- 
tending Californian hospitality to all 
comers. California made a superb dies- 
May in about ten different sections of 
the St. Louls World's Fair: but the ef- 
fect was seattered, and most undoub'- 
Ml many visitors departed without 
seeing all of the courte, and therefore 
Without a comprehensive idea of the 
State's varied resources. At Portlard 
the showing in the aggregate may not 
be bigger. but it is masred, and is 
therefore far more effective. The Cali- 
fornian mission building here recalis 
Californian mission building at the 
orlid’s Columbian Exposition, Chi- 
cago, 1898, one of the most picturesque, 
attractive, and thronged 
edifices in the great White City on Lake 
Michigan's shore. 

Gev. Pardee last Sunday. in the 
course of a conversation with the writer 
of this article. expressed his great de- 
Might at having the State exhibits once 
again displayed as a whole. The so- 
called system of scientific ciaesification, 
he holds, not only loses the aggregate 
effect, but compels unnecessary and 
expensive duplication. “In our own 
bullding dere, he went on to say, “dif- 
ferent localities get the prominence 
they deserve for their specialties, and 
all combine to make the showing of the 
State as a whole impressive. The Call- 
fornian building in itself is also very 
successful. I have no hesitation in 
eaying that we have an exhibition here 
that both adds to the completeness of 
a world’s fair intended to illustrate 
the resources of the Far West, and will 
incidentally do our own State a vast 
amount of good.”

Then, niched 
here and there in odd places are many 
other things that just serve to suggest 
the manifold and wonderfully diversi- 
fied resources of the State—a case of 
rich golden nuggets. a magnificent cab- 
inet of gems from San Diego, raw sik 
and reeled silk dyed in many colors, 
monster fishes of the deep and various 
game birds of swamp, forest and moun- 
tain, and over yonder a tall ostrich 
gravely surveying the scene and telling 
all the world that the tufted plumes of 
his race no longer reach the market 
from Africa. 

GEMS FROM SAN DIEGO. 

Buch is the general scene. Now for 
a few striking features that specially 
call for mention. One of these arrests 
the attention of every visitor at the 
very threshhold of the main entrance— 
the superb and dazzling collection of 
gems from San Diego county. Be it re- 
membered that this is quite a new 
Southern California industry—that only 
four years ago not a gem Was known to 
lie in our soll in commercial quantities. 
Now just gaze on this display of rich 
and rare crystais—tourmalines of many 
hues, those of rich deen rose admit- 
tedly the finest in the world; exquisite 
hyacinths; beautiful bery! and brilliant 


likewise being shown, including Moor- 
park apricots of most delicious flavor. 
Twelve counties of the valley and the 
watershed are represented in this dis- 


v. 

Seed growing tm California, now one 
of our great industries known all over 
the world, has devoted to it two large 
collections of samples. Sugar refining ts 
illustrated by a finely-arranged display 
showing all the processes of manufac- 
ture from the beet root to the cubes 
ready for our morning cup of toffee. A 
model orange-packing plant exemplifies 
the methods of brushing, automatic 
weighing. etc. Citron peel, from the 
late Dr. Westiake’s place at Duarte, 
makes a fine showing. 

CITRUS BY-PRODUCTS. 

To be mentioned, too, is the splendid 

exhibit of the California Citrus Prod- 


specialities shown being ol] of lemon, 
flavoring extracts of lemon and grape- 
fruit, and citrus acid in the crystal, 
granular and powdered forms. Such @ 
display marks at least a beginning in 
utilising one of Southern California's 
eat sources of potential wealth—the 
y-products of her citrus orchards. 


SILK, HOPS, AND TIMBERS. 


dyed and reeled silks bearing the nagne 
of Mr. Currie Williams, sericulturist, 
of San Diego. This is a beautiful ex- 
hibit in itself, and one of economic sug- 
gestiveness besides. 

Oregon, Washington, California and 
New York are the four hop-producing 
States of the Union. Messrs. Lovdale 
Bros. of Sacramento and Yolo coun- 
ties, reputed to have the most up-to- 
date plant in the world, give us a 
striking glimpse of the industry. A se- 
ries of large-sised models show the 
trellis system of training, the drying 
house and the baling house, the hand- 
ling of the hops by elevators and other 
machinery, and the wagons carrying off 
the baled goods to the railroad—a prac- 
tical and most instructive exhibit. 

The forestry is an admirable 
one. There are great planks of red- 
wood and sugar pine, beautiful polished 
sections and panels of redwood, wal- 
nut, maple, spruce, myrtle, and man- 
zanita, together with the superb facadg 
of redwood pillars and arches that 
formed such an admired feature in the

Eins is the Miesion of Los Dolores, 
San Francisco, built in 1776. Its bal- 
sony, commending the grand view al- 
ready referred to, makes it specially 
suitable for the piace it occupies in the 
rerneral architectugcal scheme. On either 
side are the mistions of San Cartes 
Borromeo (Carmel) Monterey county, 
Sate 1776, and San Luis Rey de Francia, 
San Diego county, date 1798.

VARIED MINERAL PRODUCTS. 

The mineral exhibition generally is a 
good one. In addition to the gold nus 
gets already mentioned there is a large 
and representative showing of gold 
quartz, copper. and cinnabar ores. Oils, 
crude and refined, from all the fieide, 
niter from Death Valley, roofing siate 
from Eureka, fire lags from several 
places in Riverside county, asbestos, 
sypeum for making plaster of paris, 
and granite of superb quality. may just 
be mentioned. Then, among manufac- 
tured products are exquisite art tile 
panels from Tropico, cement from Col- 
ton. fire-ciay bricks from Elsinore.

An extremely interesting mineral 
shown is magnesite. lt ise mined in 
Tulare county. The material, white in 
color, is Gret calcined, so as to give off 
Its carbonic-acid gas, 80 per cent. of its 
chemical substance. This t used for 
charging mineral waters, the residue 
being converted Into magnesia.

It 
reproduces main canals, distributing 
ditches, orange groves, and homes 
amidst the orchards, making a picture 
of beauty as well as one of practical 
educational value. 

Piano sound-boards manufactured by 
the Dolge-Posey Company of Lo: An- 
geles, advertise not only themselves, 
but the incomparable climate of South- 
ern California, which is s0 suitable to 
the maturing of woods that it has at- 
tracted this unique in@estry, and made 
these Los Angeles sound-boards known 
all over America. 

SHIPBUILDING. 

The Union fron Works of San Fran- 
ciseo exhibit models and pictures of the 
vessels they have built, famous war- 
ships and stately ocean liners. 

SILK MANUFACTURES. 

Another most notable exhibit is the 
silk manufactures of the Carison-Cur- 
rier Company of Petaluma, Sonoma 
county. This t the first silk factory 
established on the Pacific Coast, a most 
natural location, for the raw product is 
drawn from China and Japan. We ere 
shown the original bundles of raw silk 
as imported, then the silk worked up 
and dyed, and finally the &pools and 
hanks of all colors that go into the 
wholesale market. 

While inspecting this exhibit I could 
not but feel that silk manufacture of- 
fers a vacant niche in industrial Los 
Angeles. Even though we shal! not be 
able to produce the raw material in 
sufficient amount, owing te the cost of 
labor, yet a goodiy quantity can be 
raised by those who are on the outlook 
for interesting and remunerative home 
industries. Then we have, ilke San 
Francisco, the great market of supply 
Just across the waters of the Pacific. 
Some day. therefore, the Western States 
should beat the Eastern States in silk 
manufactures, and Los Angeles ought 
to become the natural center of the in- 
dustry. Westward rolls the tide of 
manufactures—thie San Francisco silk 
exhibit is simply one of the scores of 
straws that indicate the flow of the 
waters. 

We all know the superb art of the 
Japanese in weaving silk tapestries. 
The Carison-Currier Company has 
several Japanese art workers in their 
employ. and these g@1VF ue some fine 
proofs of their quality—hunting scenes, 
landscapes. an American eagle woven 
in silk manufactured tn America. Here, 
surely, is a dainty industry for our 
deft-fingered and artistic native daugh- 
tere.

Then his portrait of the fa- 
mous chief, Spotted Tail, is another 
tour de force that wouid a cen- 
ter of attraction in the Salon of Paris 
or the Academy of London. 

Miss K. Almond Withrow contributes 
several charming pictures of missions. 
“El Pastor,” depicting a shepherd and 
hie flock outside the Carmel Mission, 
will be lingered over and always re- 
membered by every lover of painting. 
Hardly less dine ie her picture of the 
San Luis Rey Mission. © artiet al 
succeecs with flowers: and as further 
testimony to her versatility is a por- 
trait of a lady, strikingly effective and 
original in its treatment. Miss Withrow 
has recently returned to her home in 
San Francisco, after spending some 
years and achieving much success in 
London. 

Lorenzo PF. Latimer takes a place of 
deserved prominence. Hie woodland 
scenes are admirable. “The Lifting of 
the Fog, for example, proves him to 
be the finest painter of our California 
redwoods the world has yet seen. 
Louise M. Carpenter has three pictures 
in the gallery, one of them, “The 
Birches,” of special merit. The deco- 


rative neis of flowers and fruits by 
Sarah nder de Wolfe also hold the 
attention. 


Another flower painter represented is 
Alice B. Chittenden, Whose reputation 
extends all over America. Some splen- 
did work of the same class is contrib- 
uted by Alice Coutts. She is the wife 
of the well-known artist, Gordon 
Coutts, whose canvases “A Hervesting 
Scene and “The Smithy” are among 
the best in the gallery. A young Italian 
of San Francisco, Mateo Sandona by 
name, only 24 years of age, shows not 
merely promise but fine performance 
with a portrait of a lady. Another fine 
portrait is by Joseph Greenbaum. 
Among the very best of the landscapes 
is “The Marshes of Alameda“ by C. 
Chapel Judson. 

All the above mentioned are San 
Franciseo artists, as is C. P. Netison, 
who contributes some most beautiful 
water colors, strong and Obrilliant in 
their effect as paintin in oll. “The 
Mission Dolores,” “A Mexican Mission" 
and “An Alley in Chinatown”-—these 
titles will show that this artist of the 
West finds his subjects likewise in the 
West. 

Los Angeles is not nearly so well rep- 
resented as San Francisco, but some of 
the work shown is admirable. L. N. 
Denubila’s “The Old Violin” is a study 
of high merit. Ben C., Brown has a 
pretty picture of the Mission San Juan 
Capistrano. J. W. Nicoll contributes a 
marine scene of real power—typical 
Pacific Ocean breakers on a rocky 
shore. A landscape by Melcher and an 
exquisite study of roses by Mise F. E. 
Duval! complete the contributions from 
Los Angeles. 

It remains to be said that the art 
fection has been arranged by 
A. Dennison, secretary of the Califor- 
nia State Commission, with fine judg- 
ment and expert art knowledge.

In carrying out many of the ‘larger 
projects that are being undertaken by 
the United States Reclamation Serv- 
ice for the irrigation of arid lands, 
it is found necessary to obtain special 
legislation from Congress relative 
thereto. This is particularily true 
when it is proposed to utilize the wa- 
ters of navigable streams which are 
under the direct jurisdiction ef the 
United States. In this way, a special 
act wal obtained authorizing the di- 
version and utilization of the waters 
of the Colorado River for the Yuma 
project. This was accomplished by 
amendments introduced by Senator 
Bard to an Indian appropriation bill, 
which amendments authorized the di- 
version of water fram the Colorado 
River at points which would admit ot 
the irrigation of lands within the Col- 
orado River Indian Reservation and 
the Yuma Indian Reservation. Lands 
within and adjacent to the latter res- 
ervation, in California and Arizona 
and in the vicinity of the town of 
Yuma, wil! be irrigated from the dam, 
bids for the construction of which 
were opened in Los Angeles June 5. 
The whole situation on the Colorado 
| River is one which will probably call 
for special treatment by Congress. 
This stream is not only Interstate in

Inhabiting their w 
wild lands almost by right of origi 
domd@in, a tribal race rugged by birth, 
feuriess by nature, resourceful by cire 
cumstance, warlike by blood and breed« 
ing, and hal good keepers of per- 
sonal faith, they drove off and ewept 
forth the fierce Apache when that crueh 
and crafty fighting man invaded 


fastnesses with a mind to conquer 
subdue. So likewise they vandu 
the encroaching mayos, nor were e 
tent to stop and turn back from 
routed foes at the borders of their own 
in, but with avenging courage 
pressed on to predatory reprisals. 

In times that later came, the — 
pretended to dominate the Yaqu 
wholly failed. The military of thd 
Spanish régime in Mexico then gave 
over the task to the Roman Cathol 
church, but neither did this relation 
the Spaniard to the Yaqui bear fru 
of domination. Indeed, the whole tise 
tory of this self-reliant tribe may be 
outlined in a word; they never have 
ben in state of peace except by their 
own consent, they never have viele 
allegiance perforce to either church 
or state. Yet as a people they now are 
pacific te the Mexican government— 
but far more through the employment 
of governmental wisdom than because 
force of arms was used, though surely, 
neither could have prevailed alone. 
Nor should the chronicler neglect 88 
note it down that the Yaqui Indian of 
today—barring the renegade band 
ie not a savage in the literal meaning 
of that term. Nominally he ie a Roman 
Catholic, accustomed to invoke benefit 
of clergy for his mariage, and the 
christening of his offepring; owning a 
vagarious belief in some of the saints 
and clinging to a crude reverence for 
the sacraments; but guiltiess of any 
tabernacle however humble, and not 4 
subscriber to the confessional. In his 
moral relations as between the sexes 
he is distinctively clean. ; 

THE HAND OF DIAZ 

During Mexico's last civil war the 
government had its hands too full of 
other troubles to attempt a pacification 
of the Yaquis. and throughout and 
after that revolutionary period they en- 
ercised more freedom in arms than was 
good. But finally, in 1886. President 
Diag undertook a genera! pacification. 
He sent emissaries to Sonora with pro- 
posals for peace and to collect a census 
of the tribe. Through these represen- 
tatives he offered to construct for the 
benefit of the Indians an irrigation sys- 
tem of canats and reservoirs along and 
from the Yaqui River, and to set apart 
250 hectares (2.47 acres) of arable land 
for the head of every family and fer 
each seif-Jependent man without family, 
this land to be held forever by clear 
title from the government. 

Ostensibly these proposals were ace 
cepted and peace was sealed. But ne 
sooner had the Presidents emissaries 
departed to report, than up rose 20,000 
Yaquis in stormy rebellion.

This Felipe had long 
been t by the government, who 
wished to Win him over for the sake of 
the reputation he bore as the pick of 
the unpacified chiefs, an Indian of re- 
markable integrity, patriotic zeal and 
distinguished among his people as a 
counsellor against capital crimes, his 
advice to his comrades being to com- 
mit robbery only for the purpose of 
getting arms and ammunition and 
never to shed blood when it could be 
avoided. - 

Taking with him the usual squad of 
five or six constables, Gov. Yseabel sur- 
rounded Felipe in his hut and captured 
him without striking a blow. Now 
mark the man. In the jali-yard at Her- 
mosilio a score or more of Yaquis, un- 
Ger arrest for capita! crimes, were 
brought out to be cunfronted by their 
captive chief. Though himself in bonds 
and without knowledge of what his 
Own fate would be, Felipe addressed 
them hotly, upbraiding them for their 
murders and declaring that if the pow- 
er were hie he would give them the

Into Yseabel’s head. He had Felipe 
brought to him in private. and laid the 
whole Yaqui problem before him, 
man to man. “You,” he said, 
an honest man, though mistaken. I 
respect you for the name you bear 
among your own people. Here is my 
proposal: Renounce your opposition to 
the government and stand with me in 
this hard task of reconciling your peo- 
ple and the law. If you will do this, 
I pledge you that innocent Yaquis shal! 
be protected and wicked ones punished 
as you yourself shall decree. I will 
put you at the head of a Yaqui jury. 
and vou and they shall judge all 
captured Yaquis charged with crimes, 
— the verdict of that jury shall be 
nal.” 

Then spoke the captive chief: “I like 
the way you talk, Sefior. Grant me un- 
til tomorrow to decide. If I must give 
my answer now, hang me now.” 

That was two years ago. and Yaabe! 
and Felipe to this day keep their pact. 
Judge Felipe, it is: and everywhere on 
journeys of jurisprudence he accom- 
panies the Governor, to judge his own 
people as to whether they be good or 
bad.

ONDITIONS ON THE LOWER 


COLORADO RIVER. 

In the very nick of time when a 
crisis in the California Development 
Company (Heber’s irrigation enter- 
prise) Was about to happen, the first 
important stép looking to reorganiza- 
tion and ultienate salvation, has been 
taken. the Southern Pacific Company 
having stepped in with an offer to ad- 
Vance $200,000 to the embarrassed en- 
terprise, provided the investors ‘be 
first safeguarded in thelr investment. 

The details of this important move 
have already been given in the news 
colurnns and do not require repetition 
here. 

The offer made by the Southern Pa- 
cifle Company with its accompanying 
conditions, wae accepted by the ma- 
jority of the stockholders of the Cali- 
fornia Developenent Company at a 
meeting held in the East a few days 
ago. Accordingly the latter company 
has been reorganized, Heber displaced, 
and the railway company will di- 
rectly or indirectly henceforth domi- 
nate in the affairs of the water corpo- 
ration. 

A new policy will be inaugurated 
and future business done on business 
principles. The main cana] will be re- 
habilitated, the intake system recon- 
structed and made secure, the capac- 
ity of the ditch enlarged, the adja- 
cent land safeguarded and the supply 
of irrigating water so regulated and 
controlled that neither water famine 
on the one hand nor floods on the 
other hand will occur in the future if 
the same can be averted by adequate 
and energetic means. 

It can readily be seen that the re- 
cent changes in the campany are of 
the first consequence and the results 
for good are certain to be far-reach- 
ing. 

The Southern Pacifie Company, in 
taking this radical new step, has de- 
parted from its traditional policy, 
Which is the bullding, owning and op- 
erating of railroads, and not the own- 
ing, cultivation and improvement of 
landed properties. The fact that the 
company has taken thie important 
new step is significant and means 
much tothe future ofthe Lower Colo- 
rado River Valley—a region until re- 
cently little known, but which is des- 
tined to have a great materia! future. 
The area of arable, irrigable and ex- 
ceptionaily fertile lands lying along 
and. near the Lower Colorado River be- 
low Yuma and extending across the 
international boundary line into Mex- 
ican territory is extensive—a enillion 
acres more or less. 

With adequate water. which the 
great river is capable of supply- 
ing at all seasons, these lands are be- 
ing transformeq from their former 
desert state and made the scene of 
abundant productior, populous settle- 
ments, prosperous homes and rural 
happiness of the healthiest sort. La- 
bor, enterprise, water, cultivation can 
and will effectively conjoin there and 
the territory will yet present one of the 
most striking examples in the entire 
world of what is possible of achieve- 
ment in the reclamation of desert lands 
—lands desert without water, but im- 
mensely productive under irrigation. 
What has been accomplished thus far 
is only a beginning—merely “a pointer“ 
to the mighty possibility of the fu- 
ture under improved conditions. In the 
few years since settlement and culti- 
vation were begun, in what has be- 
come known as “The Imperial Valley.” 
marked results have been achieved in 
growing farm products and live stock. 
Almést continuous crops of Indian 
corn, wheat. barley, alfalfa, millet, 
sorghum, beets and other root vege- 
tables have been produced in surprise, 
ing abundance, besides horses, mules, 
cattle, hogs and goats in great num-. 
bers. 

A population of several thousand 
souls is now seen where before only 
degenerating Cocopah Indians, coyotes, 
wild deer, the jack-rabbit and the wild 
hog held the fort. Imperial, Braune. 
Heber, Silsbee and other towns have 
sprung into existence within four years, 
and the march of improvement has been 
made manifest despite the serious ob- 
stacies incurred by the settlers in the 
shape of a frequently inadequate and 
often uncontrolled water supply, caus- 
ing alternate floods and drouths. The 
region is accessible and not far re- 
moved from markets. It is connected 
by rail with Los Angeles, and a re- 
cent extension of the Southern Pacific 


road looks to the ultienate diversion 
of that company's trans ontinental 
route, so it will pass through 
the region described which will 
make a radical improvement over 
the repellant desert stretch lying be- 
tween this city and Yuma: and this. 


when accomplished, will work a radica] 
improvement. 

The Imperial country is within fifteen 
hours of Los Angeies, the recognized 
commercial metropolis of the 
west, thus giving the entire 
River region a constant and reliable 
nrarket for its products, varied and ex- 
tensive as they are sure to be in the 
near future. Even now the shipments 
out of the Imperial country are large. 

It has been asserted with confidence 
that the known area of Irrigable land 
lying between Yumaiand the head of 
the Gulf of Cortez (Gulf of California) 
is larger than any single bedy of 
equally rich land within the confines of

the United States and perhaps larger 
than any like area on the known globe. 

This fact makes the irrigation enter - 
prise of the government known as “The 
Yuma Project” timely and of high im- 
portance, not only to the government 
and the region immediately affected, but 
to California and the country at large. 
The Yuma project, involving the ex- 
penditure of $3,000,000, has been author? 
ized by Congress, through the Secre- 
tary of the Interior, and will be pushed 
to completion. It wae primarily de- 
signed for the irrigation of about 100,- 
000 acres in the vicinity of Yuma; but 
the project can be made vastly more 
comprehensive if the government s0 
elects and can effect satisfactory ar- 
rangements with the land owners along 
the river below. This ought to be feas- 
ible, and will certainly prove benefi- 
cent in the largest sense. In that case, 
instead of irrigating the comparatively 
limited area about Yuma, all the 
colony and private lands lying below 
ean be watered from the same main 
canal and thus be made tributary to 
the great national system to be in- 
stalled im that quarter, with its datos, 
reservoirs, head-gates, infiltration gal- 
leries,. settling basins, main canal and 
collateral canals for supplying the sub- 
sidiary ditches that will be constructed 
by the settlers themselves. The wisdom 
of irrigating one million instead of one 
hundred thousand acres is obvious 
and needs no argument. The suggestion 
here advanced eliminates entirely the 
project of government purchase of the 
late Heber system, so far as the lands 
are concerned, and is confined to a 
proposition that the main canal and the 
necessary right of way only be ab- 
sorbed and controlled by the United 
States, 

Without entering here into an elabo- 
rate discussion of the project, The 
Times expresses the conviction, based 
upon long study and some knowledge 
of the situation, that the larger govern- 
ment project here outlined is entirely 
feasible. It cannot be entered upon 
without national authority and may 
possibly involve a new departure in 
legislation and the removal of ex- 
isting international obstacles to the 
carrying out of such an enterprise. 
But we are confident that if the sub- 
ject is approached with wisdom on a 
broad and comprehensive plan and in 
a spirit of true international amity, 
so far as it may affect the Republic 
of Mexico, all obstacles may be re- 
moved and complete success be ulti- 
mately achieved. 

Even should the project not extend 
beyond the American border, taking 
in only the Imperial region, it is well 
worthy the attention of the govern- 
ment. It is feasible for the government 
to confine its operations to the im- 
provement, extension and enlargement 
of the main canal without going into 
the purchase and ownership of any 
land except that required by the right 
of way which the owners, presumably, 
would be willing to donate in consid- 
eration of the vast benefits to accrue. 
In any event, whether or not the 
government extends the scope of the 
Yuma project, the aavent of the South- 
ern Pacific Company in that quarter 
promises results along the same line 
and which will accomplish the end 
sought in a manner only second iu em- 
ciency to the government plan. We 
are ass of this because this com- 
pany does not undertake things in a 
half-hearted or half-way manner or for 
the mere fun of spending money with- 
out results; it is not in the Lower Colo- 
rado region merely because of the 
salubrity of the climate. 

Meantime the errors and lapses of the 
California Development Company under 
the old management, which has just 
been overthrown, have produced a 
gtave state of affairs affecting most 
unfavorably a wide section of country 
outside the limit of ite own operations. 
The overfiow of the Colorado River, 
through the imperfect and broken 
banks the Imperial canal, has 
resulted in an extensive overfiow, 
recreating the so-called Salton Sea, 
which came into existence during 
the flood of 1891, and doing harm 
to the country about Salton, es- 
pecially to the salt works established 
there by the New Liverpool Company. 
This company brought suit against 
the California Development Company 
lor an injunction and for damages. 
Judge Weliborn, of the United States 
District Court, has granted the injunc- 
tion prayed for and ordered the offend- 
ing company to arrest the flow of th 
feod waters which are escaping from 
its main canal. The court will doubt- 
less award heavy damages to the of- 
tending corporation. Serious as this 
state of affairs is, the ult nate results 
certainly to be achieved from a system 
of comprehensive improvements, which 
will follow the reorganization of the 
California Development Company, wil! 
more than reimburse the cost and 
amply justify the outlay, large as it 
may be. 

The Times does not hesitate to pre- 
dict that the recent change of adminis- 
tration in this company marks the be- 
ginning of a great development that 
will make the Lower Colorado Valley 
famous as the scene of a great indus- 
trial undertaking. 


The news of the advent in the Impet- 
lal country of these new investors and 
men of achievement has been received 
With marked favor by the Imperial 
settlers, whose hopes have been stimu- 
lated and whose faith has been in- 
creased by the announcement. They can 
now go forward with confidence that 
under right conditions and with right 
conduct on their part they are march- 
ing to certain success,

worked for, and to be able to pay off 
their obligations and secure water at 
moderate prices in the future. The new 
investors deserve to succeed likewise 
and to enjoy the financial benefits of 
their boldness, confidence, enterprise 
and good business management. 

In all this campaign Los Angeles 
will be the distinct ga'ner, and The 
Times feels sure that all concerned 
have a right to congratulate themselves 
and each other.

AYOR WEAVER’S ADVISERS. 

The Mayor of Philadelphia, who 
has so recently achieved a national 
reputation asa smasher of political 
rings, announces as one of the features 
of his new governmental régime the 
appointment of an “advisory commit- 
tee,” with the members of which he 
proposes to consult on all the more im- 
portant questions which may arise dur- 
ing the remainder of his term of office. 
The personnel of this committee com- 
prises men prominent in the com- 
munity, whose names are a guaranty 
of integrity, of public spirit, and of 
civic virtue; men who will inspire pub- 
lie confidence: men whose advice will 
be of value in the proper and efficient 
conduct of the municipal administra- 
tion. 

Presumably. the men constituting 
thie committee will serve without pe- 
cunilary compensation, and solely for 
the good of the community. Very likely 
there is no provision in the city’s char- 
ter for the appointment of such a com- 
mittee. But the absence of such a 
provision is of little consequence if the 
members serve voluntarily and without 
pecuniary compensation; for the Mayor 
has an undoubted right, in the exer- 
(ee of his discretion, to consult with 
any number of citizens for the purpose 
of arriving at right conclusions as to 
the proper performance of his duties. 
He can do this at will, whether he des- 
ignates those with whom he consults 
as a committee or not. 

Many important questions are sure to 
arise in the course of Mayor Weaver's 
administration, for it is not to be sup- 
posed that the ringsters, of whom he 
has at present got the upper hand, will 
continue to “be good” of their own free 
will. The Mayor will need, before his 
term is ended, the advice and support 
of the best citizens in Philadelphia. In 
appointing his “advisory committee” 
he has acted wisely, and has also 
shown his entire sincerity.

The counties of Tulare and Fresno 
do not properly belong to Northern 
California, but to Southern California. 
If there is a Northern apd a Southern 
California, manifestly Southern Cali- 
fornia must consist of the southern 
half of the State. For this reason 
The Times in its Midwinter Number 
has for several years included thir- 
teen counties in Southern California.

AN ART MUSEUM. 


At length something that looks 
like a definite movement has been 
started for the building of that much- 
talked-of museum in Los Angeles. An 
organization known as the ‘Southwest 
Society—a branch of the Archeologi- 
cal Institute of America—has taken 


hold of the project with energy. In 
a circular recently Issued, the Society 


says: 

“We meed a great free museum in 
Los Angeles—not merely to exhibit, 
but to save, the history. science, art 
and romance of California and the 
Southwest. The museums of Ger- 
many, England, and even Spain, send 
costly expeditions to carry these 
things off from under our noses. 
France has laden eighteen ships with 
our treasures. The great institutions 
of Boston, New York, Chicago, Phi- 
adeiphia, are taking from us, literally 
by the carload, the objects they deem 
valuable to educate their children. 
Even Turkey Is ‘skinning our coun- 
try’ (in President Roosevelt's phrase) 


for that wonderful museum in Con- 
stantinople.

It must be done quickly or never.” 
Incidentally, it may be mentioned 
that this society, while less than 
eighteen months of age, is a lusty 
youngster, having already the largest 
membership of any of the fifteen am- 
lations of the institute. It 
more than 240 of the leading citizens 
of this community, besides such repre- 
sentative men of national fame as 
Paul Morton, Secretary of the Navy, 
President Ripley of the Santa Fé, and 
John A. McCall of the New York Life 
Insurance Company.

such a gift froen the outside, Mr. Car- 
negie, for some reason that is not 
very clear, having ignored all sugges- 
tions of this kind. 

The Southwest Society proposes to 
have the noblest piece of architecture 
in California for its museum. The 
public may be reasonably assured that 
thie building will be one of the few 
to which they may “point with pride,” 
when showing the town to discrimi- 
nating visitors. Over $60,000 worth of 
exhibits suitable for such a building 
are either owned by the society or 
pledged to it. A great art museum 
will be part of the plan. Fifty of the 
foremost men and women of this con- 
munity have agreed to serve on the 
foundation committee. The president 
of the society is J. A. Slausen, and 
the secretary, Charles F. Lummis. 

This is a movement that is well de- 
serving of support, either in the shape 
of money or \\exhibits—donations or 
loans.

During his life 
the money making elenent of the bus- 
iness, was kept largely in the back- 
ground, and was in fact secondary, 
but now the commercial side is the 
only side. The game has deteriorated 
into a vast gambling institution with 
t e “Come-ons.” The change in d- 
lic sentiment since Whitney's death

of the purely gambling interests and

The antmels are 
not wild, and they look at the hunter 
with quite as much astonishment as 
that with which he views them. 

“The Cascade country is well sup- 
piied with bear during July’ and 
August. The entire section is one car- 
pet of berries, black, rasp and straw 
unti! September, and in summer the 
bears have a feest. but by early fall 
they begin to leave the high places and 
migrate with surprising rapidity to the 
coast ranges for acorns, to that I would 


not acvige any one to seek bear in 


ern Oregon, from September 1 to Ucto- 
ber 15, for deer. They then come in 
to harvest these acorns, and owing 
to th® scanty timber are easily hunted. 
The timber was all burned off a few 
years ago and came up agaf As low 
acorn brush, so that one frequently 
sees a bear half a mile, his dark coat 
looming up against the green. The 
caffions are wide und I have seen many 
shote tried at 600 yards.” 

“The coast is not more than twenty 
miles distant, and one might work 
over that Way for variety, though I 
never found it netersary.

City Chemiste Report on Tests of 
Liquor Supplied to Fill Physicians’ 
Prescriptione—Mixture of Glycerine, 
‘Prune Juice, Cayenne Pepper and 
Alcoho! Labeled Pure Whisky.” 


— 


Notwithstanding the fact that a great 
majority of the electors of the city 
declined a recent proffer of reserved 
Seats in the water wagon, whisky has 
become a drug on the local market—es- 
pecially drug store whisky. 

City Chemist Miller recently com- 
pleted some analyses of alleged whisky, 
sold by drug stores for medicinal pur-

poses. 

The results place the “red licker” that 
made Deadwood famous in the -class 
with coca cola and pink lemonade. 

A man who car look a whisky bottle 
ih the mouth after hearing the Clty 
Chemist's verdict deterves all he gets. 

Here are the ingredients contained in 
a bottle of supposed whisky recently 
submitted for test by the police Jepart- 


mem : 

Alcohol, diluted with Los Angeles 
River water: caramel, used to give 
color; prune juice, used as a filler to 
give body to the concoction; artificial 
essence of wintergreer, used fo. flavor- 
img; a little cayenne pepper, and a 
trace of what might once have been 
pure whisky. 

Another sample, sold on a physician's 
prescription contained diluted alcohol. 
giycerine for a body, artificial fruit es- 
gendes and cayenne pepper. 

One sample labeled as Irish whisky 
contained a liberal amount of creosote. 

Moet of the samples so far tested 
contain over 50 per cent. of alcohol; 
mot the tenth part of any of the con- 
coctions ever came from a distillery. 

Some of the samples were secured by 
plain clothes officers who had inveigied 
Gruggists into selling the Nquor with- 
out a physician's prescription: but other 
Samples were purchased on prescrip- 
tions for use as a medicine. 

Three of the druggists have been con- 
Victed and fined in the police court for 
Violating the liquor ordinance. 

“We have known for some time that 
Certain druggisis are selling adulter- 
ated whisky,” said City Health Officer 
Powers vesterday morning, There is 
no excuse for it if they are obeying the 
law. There is no call on them for any- 
thing but the purest whisky. They can 
get their own prices for the liquor} 
Which is supposed to be used medlein- 
ally in case of sickness. 

“The probable cause for the adulter- 
ation is that some of the druggists are 
running a clandestine opposition to the 
Saloons and wholesale houses. Most of 
the bad liquor is sold surreptitiously, 
but they apparently flip a physician's 
prescription from the same cask.” 

City Chemist Miller yesterday said 
that, judging from the samples sub- 
mittei to him for test, drug store 
whisky is worse than that sold in the 
saloons. He said that the most common 
concoction is diluted alcohol, glycerine, 
cayenne pepper and artificial fruit es- 


sences. 

“We have been preparing for a cam- 

ign against adulterated liquors,” said 

r. Miller, and we have concluded to 
start with the drug store article for the 
reason that it is from the drug stores 
that people get whisky prescribed by 
Physicians; the drug store article, above 
all others, should be pure. 

“I have ascertained that most of the 
first-class druggists sell only the pure 
article, and charge accordingiy;: but 
there appears to be a _ considerable 
quantity of adulterated drug store 
whisky on the market.” 

One of the health inspectors tells a 
good story at the expense of the police 
department. He ye that the police 
detectives recently arrested a druggist 
for selling whisky without a license. 
After the arrest was made the deteet- | 
ives brought the evidence to the City 
Chemist for analysis. He found that 
the contents of the hottle showed a 
heavy percentage of alcohol and traces 
of a number of adulterants, but no 
whisky. 

The detectives were at their wits end 
as to what they should do next. when 
the druggist cleared up the situation by 
offering to plead gulity.

OFFICIAL’S CRY. 
EMOLUMENTS ARE SMALL. 

Recently the Board of Supervisors 
cut down the poundage charges for 
cattiec and now the fee is but 25 cents 
per head. A reduction seemed neces- 
sary. as it had developed that some en- 
terprising poundmasters had devoted 
themselves rather too assiduously to 
rounding up cattle for the express pur- 
pose of collecting charges.

“A great number I can take up ev- 
ery day on my rented land,” he writes,

job, this pounmastership, the cattle 
are wild and some of the cattle are 
reaily raskais in the fullyst sense of 
the word. 

“On the l4th of May last year I re- 
ceived that sound crak on my head 
from T. Atmore; on the i7th of May 
they put fire on my 96 feet long straws 
take; and on 20th Sept last year they 
poisoned my best Jersey cow and took 
away the finest seven month old Jersey 
calf. No trace can be found of any- 
thing, so please give another county 
Office if you have one for me. 

“Friend Bulkley told me that you hon 
Board are going to cut down the Pound 
charges to 26 cents per head. I cannot 
see that this now exst law to day are 
not good any more after they have been 
found good for the last fifteen year by 
the people of the coujty and by the 
Peti of the Pound District. The fines 
they are paying now should be still 3 
times higher yet, to make the cattle 
men understand to watch their stock 
better, or to keep no more stock as 
they can properly feed and care for on 
their own land. 

“Of course if you hear the cattlemen 
and listen to such a windy fellow like 
Senator Hahn there is no worse men on 
earth than the three poundmasters of 
Antelope Valley because he got into 
the cattle buses. in such a great shape 
that he is bound to have trouble with 
other people, as all his land up here 
cannot supp. one third of his stock in 
a human shave.”

DUNNIGAN 
. PASSES BEYOND. 


ONE OF OLDEST PRACTITIONERS 
AT LOCAL BAR. 


—— —. 
Had Large Property Ifterests Here- 
abouts and Was Attorney for Cele- 
brated Leonis Estate—Five Chil- 


dren Survive Him—Will be Public 
Funeral. 


After an Hiness of over seven 
months, Richard Dunnigan died on 
Friday afternoon at the family resi- 
dence, No. 500 East Avenue 28. In his 
death the Los Angeles bar loses one of 
its oldest attorneys, and the city an c- 
teemed citizen. 

The funeral will take place this after- 
noon. Private services will be held at 


the residence, and at 2 o'clock a public 
funeral service will be held at the 
Church of the Sacred Heart, on South 
Sichel street, conducted by Rev. M. 
McAuliffe. The interment will be in 
New Calvary Cemetery. 

Richard Dunnigan was born August 
4, 1842, in St. Marys, Ind., and the early 
years of his life were spent on a farm 
near that city. He obtained a common 
school education, and afterward com- 
pleted a course in one of the eastern 
colleges. He then began the study of 
law in the office of Senator Voorhees 
at Terra Haute, and was admitted to 
practice there, thirty-eight years ago. 
His health becoming impaired, he re- 
moved to Los Angeles in 1883, and has 
since resided in this city. He at once 
resumed the practice of law, and for 
twenty-two years has been before the 
Los Angeles courts. In 1896 he took 
his son, H. L. Dunnigan, into partner- 
ship, and since that time they have 
been together with offices in the Bul- 
lard Block. 

Mr. Dunnigan was atiorney for many 
years for the estate of Sefiora Maria 
Esperitu Leonis, one of the notable es- 
tates of Southern California, over 
which litigation has been in progress 
since 1889. Interests involved represent 
more than 10,000 acres of land, two 
ranches at Elizabeth Lake and other 
properties. 

Mr. Dunnigan was a man of large 
property interests. He opened a seven- 
ty-acre tract on the Kast Side, known 
as Meadow Glenn, several years ago. 
and later opened the Dunnigan tract 
and the Tehan tract, both in the vi- 
cinity of Pico and Figueroa streeis. He 
also had large holdinga of country 
realty and a ranch at Elizabeth Lake. 
Besides his widow, Mrs. Maria I. 
Dunnigan, ne leaves five children, H. 
IL. Dunnigan, Paula E. Dunnigan, R. 
A. Dunnigan, Florence Dunnigan and 
Raymond Dunnigan. All are residents 
of the East Side. 

In politics Mr. Dunnigan was always 
a stanch Democrat, and he took an 
active part in city and State polmMical 
matters. He was a ‘member of the 
Catholic Knights of America.

CITY TREASURY. 


Teamsters’ Union Attempts 
to Secure 830,000.

Submits an Eæorbitant Bid 
for City, Teaming. 
— 
Employing Printers Present 
a Plain Statement. 


[FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT} 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 9.—An at- 
tempt to work a graft on the city’s 
treasury is being made by the Team- 
sters’ Union, to the extent of $20,000 
a year. Recently bids were requested 
by the Board of Supervisors for the 
city teaming during the next year, 
and among those received was one 
from A. B. Clute, a large contractor 
on this class of work. Mr. Clute’s 
bid for the year's work amounted to 
about $30,000, lees than any other bid- 
der. 

As soon as Clute’s bid became 


known, a delegation from the Team- 
sters’ Union led by John McLaughlin, 
the loud mouthed anarchistic walking 
delegete of the union, appeared before 
the board and protested against the 
acceptance of the bid on the crounds 
that any contractor who undertook 
the work at such a low figure must 
be an open shop man or in union 
pariance a “scab.” 

The majority of the board, knowing 
that the law. requires that the lowest | 
bidder be given the contract, en- 
deavcred to have the bid accepted, but | 
the union-loving officials on the board | 
sided with the visiting delegaticn. | 

After much argument the law abid- 
ing Supervisors offered to add a clause 
to the contract requiring the contrac- 
tor to pay the union wage scale, but 
even this concession was not agree 
able to the unions and their allles on | 
the board. As no decision could be 
reached, the matter was laid cn the 
table for further consideration. 

It is very evident that if Mclaugh- | 
lin succeeds in securing the work for 
some of the other contestants he will 
come in for a big commission. 


PLAIN STATEMENT OF FACTS. 


The employing printers of San 
Francisco have issued the following | 
“Plain Statement of Facts:” ; 

„Articles have recently appeared in | 
some of our daily papers in reference | 
to the difference existing between the | 
employing printers and their em- 
ployés. Theze articles only give one 
side of the controversy, and tend to 
misiead the public as to the real facts 
in the case, which are as follows: 

“In January, 1903, the Typograph- 
ical Union had a minimum scale of 
$18 per week and a nine-hour day. 
They made a demand on the emp!oy- 
ers for $21 per week, which was so 
much in excess of that paid in any 
other city, that the employers could 
not consent to it, and entered into a 
compromise agreement providing for 
an increase of 50 cents per week and 
a decrease of fifteen minutes per week | 
each six months until on January 1. 
1905, an eight-hour day and a 120 
minimum wage scale was accom- 
plished. It was expected that by Jan- 
uary. 1905, a majority, if not all of 
the large cities, would have conceded 
de eight-hour day, so that the em- 
ployers of San Francisco would be on 
an equal basis with them so far as 
hours were concerned, but not one 
of them has granted the eight-hour 
day, and are preparing to resist the 
unions’ demands along these lines. 

“In San Francisco, as stated above, | 
we are paying a minimum seale of $20 | 
per week, and are working eight 
hours per day. Omaha pays $18 per 
week and works nine hours per day; 
Chicago pays $19.50 per week and 
works nine hours per day; Detroit 
pays $17 per week and works nine 
hours per day; Indianapolis pays $17 
per week and works nine hours per 
day; Cleveland pays $17 per week 
and works nine hours per day; Cin- 
cinnat! pays $18 per week and work« 
nine hours per day; Buffalo pays $17 
per week and works nine hours per 
day; Boston pays $17 per week and 
works nine hours per day; Pittsburgh 
pays $15 to $18 per week and works 
nine hours per day. 

“By comparing the wage scale and 
hours of the cities noted above with 
that of San Francisco, it is seen at a 
glance that the employing printers 
here are working under a great handi- 
cap. 

HOW MUCH BUSINESS is LOST? 

“If the merchants of San Francisco 
were willing to pay about 25 per cent. 
more for their printing than former- 
ly, in order to overcome the increased 
cost, the matter could easily be ad- 
justed by continuing the eight-hour 
day, but they are not willing to do 
this and as a result thousands of dol. 
lars are sent East each month for 
printing which should be kept in San 
Francisco. 

“A similar agreement to that of the 
Typographical Union was entered into 
with the Printing Pressmen’s Union, 
which agreement expires July 1, 1905. 

“The International Printing Press- 
men's Union have an agreement with 
the United Typothetae of America, 
one clause of which reads as follows: 

This agreement shall continue in 
full force and effect until May 1, 1907. 
It is expressly agreed that during the 
life of this contract 54 hours shall con- 
stitute a week's work.’ 

“The San Francisco Typothetae are 
a part and parcel of the United 
Typothetae of America, and all we ask 
is that, at the expiration of the local 
agreement, July 1, 1905, the printing 
pressmen live up to their national 
agreement with us, and treat us the 
same as they treat employers in other 
cities. 

A DELIBERATE MISSTATEMENT. 

“One of the cditorials written on 


e subject charges the employera! 


with an attempt to break their agree- 
ment. This is a deliberate misstate- 
ment of facts, as there has been no 
intention of breaking the present 
existing agreement which expires July 
1 


“In communications sent to the un- 
fons on the subject and in conferences 
had with their committees, they have 
been advised that if they accepted 
the nine-hour day there would be no 
reduction in the wage scale or other 
conditicns, and that as soon as the 
employers in other large cities con- 
ceded the eight-hour day, so that we 
were all on an equal] basis, we would 
grant it here without any question. 
This is certainly treating our em- 
ployés In a fair and just manner, and 
all we ask is a Uke treatment at 
their hands.” 

FIGHT PROVING A FAILURE. 

The Oakland Cooks’ and Waiters’ 
Union has declared a boycott against 
the Oakland restaurants because the 
proprietors refuse to be dictated to re- 
garding the management of their res- 
taurants. The trouble has been brew- 
ing for some time, but the unions, 
knowing their cause is weak, have 
been making careful preparation, but 
notwithstanding their strenuous work, 
their fight is proving a failure. 

The Citizens’ Alliance is giving every 
assistance to the Restaurant Keepers’ 
Association in the way of furnishing 
help and preventing assaults on the 
persons of the employers and the new 
emnloyés. 

The members of the Restaurant 
Keepers’ Association claim that they 
have never objected to their heip 
being members of the union and to 
this end they each nut up the sum of 
$100 in the Union Saving Bank to be 
forfeited by the member in case he 
pays less than the union scale of wages 
or works his help longer than the 
union hours. 

The above sum is also to be for- 
feited in case any of the employers 
give in to the arrogant demands of 
the union. 

There is a rumor afloat to the effect 
that the Bakers’ Union will refuse to 
deliver bread to the restaurants until! 
they give in to the demands of the 
Cooks’ and Waiters’ Union. 

A MALEVOLENT CONSPIRACY. 

Superintendent Judge Frank J. Mur- 
asky drove another nail in the coffin 
of unionism this week when he i&- 
sued an injunction against the Bakery 
and Confectionery Workers Union to 
prevent them from boycotting J. W. 
Thorp & Co., the largest pie baking es- 
tablishment in the West: The judge 
rendered a lengthy opinion of which 


the following is a part: 


“The parties are before the court 
upon a demurrer to the complaint and 
an order to show cause why a tem- 
porary injunction should not issue re- 
straining defendants from committing 
acts of the character set out in pisin- 
tires bill. The order to show cause 
was heard upon affidavits, and they, in 
nearly all particulars, are in such di- 
rect conflict that until the trial is had, 
and the stories of the witnesses can be 
told upon the stand, and subjected to 
cross-examination, it will be impossi- 
ble to determine the proof. Upon the 
one hand it is asserted that a boycott, 
was declare’ upon plaintiff’s place of 
business, and meintained thereon by 
threats of violence, the calling of op- 

robious names, the use of threaten- 
ng, abusive and vulgar language, and 
by other forms of intimidation, and 
on the other hand the use of force, or 
threats of force, or any other method 
of compulsion, is dented. 

“The boycott and picketing are ad- 
mitted, but it is averred by the de- 
fendants that these consisted in en- 
deavoring by mild arguments to induce 
their friends to patronige such bakeries 
as employ said defendants and the 
members of said defendant unions, and 


in a similar manner to persuade the 


employés of plaintiffs to join their 
association. 

“Through all disputes between em- 
ployer and employé, involving ques- 
tions such as ere presented in this 
case, runs a conflict of rights, and 
rights which in the main both parties 
concede to exist, but which in their 
application often lead to serious injur- 
les and irreconcilable antazonisma. No 
one doubts the right of an employé not 
under contract for a definite period to 
quit work for any reason, or without 
reason, nor can it be denied that the 
employer may discharge such an em- 
ployé at his pleasure. The right of a 
number of employés to combine for 
their own betterment and in the ac- 
complishment of their purpose to quit 
work in a body. and the right of oth- 
ers to take and hold, without moles- 
tation, the places so vacated, are ad- 
mitted. 

“To go a step further, there secms 
to be little doubt, if any, that those 
who havo quit work may seek to in- 
duce those who have taken their places 
to abandon their employment provided 
no compulsion, threats, intimidation, 
violence, cr any similar influence 
which might operate against the exer- 
cise of an untrammeled volition, be 
used. While it is true that employés 
have the right to quit their employ- 
ment, singly or in a body, with or 
without cause, and, in the advance- 
nient of their interests, to ask others 
to do the same, equity will protect the 
employer against a malevolent con- 
spiracy to destroy property and any 
combination which has for ite purpose 
the destruction of his business by pre- 
venting its operation through intim- 
idation of those who deal with or work 
for him, may be enjoined. 

“The defendants in the case at bar 
are within their rights therefore, when 
they leave their employment, when 
they peaceably and by the exercise of 
reason only, seek to persuade others 
not to deal with or work for plaintiffs, 
and are beyond the law when they do 
more. 

“It is a general, and I think un- 
disputed rule, that a combination of 
persons formed to do an unlawful act 
may be restrained. Here, among other 
things, it is alleged that in furtherance 
of their designs defendants circulated 
a card bearing false and defamatory 
statements concerning the business of 
plaintiffs. 

“So publish a libelous statement is 
u»lawful; and while a mere libel, as 
sucb, is not the subject of injunction, 
a conrpiracy to injure property by 


‘means of false publications may be re- 


etralned, as would any form of com- 
bination to do any uniawful act. for 
the purpose of working irreparable in- 
fu 


jury. 

‘A temporary injunction will issue 
to accord in terms with the view

UNIONISTS FAIL 
IN AUSTRALIA.

Socialistic Rule Causes Advo- 
cates to Pause. 


Acts of Arbitration Courts 
Only Make Trouble. 


Industrial Life Paralyzed in 
New South Wales.

If illustrations were wanting to em- 
phasize the truth of the saying that 
“fools rush in” they could be found in 
the fact that two young and head- 
strong communities, like Australia 
and New Zealand, have plunged with 
almost reckless irresponsibility into 
legislative-industrial experiments that 
Great Britain and the United States, 
with ten and twenty times their pop- 


ulation, respectively, have wisely 
deciined to touch, writes Bruce 
Smith, member of the Federal Legis- 
jature, Australia, in a letter to the 
Chicago Chronicle: 

New Zealand and Australia are alike 
in this respect, that the proposal of 
any legislative novelty that seems to 
hold out a promise of some imme- 
diate gretification to the masses of the 
people, even though it may be at the 
expense of the minority and possibly 
calculated to produce ultimate injury 
to the very ciiss whom it is designed 
to immediately benefit, will meet with 
a ready and sympathetic response from 
Pailiameni. 

Now, “compulsory arbitration” is 
one of these nostrums which New 
Zealand and Australia have “rushed,” 
withou. sufficient or, comparatively 
speaking, any consideration of prob- 
able iititmate results. New Zealand 
was tho first coiony to try the expert- 
ment and the original idea of Psmber 
Reeves, its author, who is now adju- 
tant-general for that colony, was to 
create a tribunal which should be em- 
powered w adjudicate upon disputes 
that arose between employers and em- 
ployes engaged in industrial pursuits 
It was never intended as a means of 
creating disputes, but only of settling 
them by quiet inquiry instead of by a 
resort to a lockout or a strike. Yet 
it has proved to be a prolific means 
of fomenting quarrels between mas- 
ters and men and of generating a 
spirit of enmity such as sever pre- 
viously existed in anything approach- 
ing the same degree. So long as an 
employer had in view the prospect of 
a strike among ds men as the pos- 
sible or probable result of any at- 
tempted change of wares or of the 
conditions of labor among them he 
weighed well any such thought of 
change before even suggesting it, and 
similarly the prospect of a lockout 
as the possible outcome of a new de- 
mand on the part of the employés 
served as a sobering check on any 
such proposal or aspiration. 

The establishment of an arbitration 
court has swept aside all such jadi- 
cious misgivings. The employés know 
that whatever they now demand could 
only be resisted in the court, and at 
the worst, determined against them. 
They had one nominee out of the 


three persons by whom the court 


was Constituted, and there was always 
achanceof winning over another. There 
was a chance of “splitting 
ference.” These facts made the course 
easy, and so soon as the new tribunal 
was upon ita feet it became the order 
of the day for the workmen to enter 
upon the formulation of innumerable 
demands for more wages and im- 
proved conditions of lasor in the hope 
that if they did not get all they asked 
they would get semething.

Some time ago the court gave a de 
cision in favor of the employers, and 
then the act was stigmatized in the 
Trades’ Hall Council of Wellington as 
the “greatest legislative curse” which 
New Zealand had experienced, and, 
indeed, so much complaining has been 
indulged in, when matters did not go 
just as the trades unionists desired, 
that Mr. Seddon, as premier, recently 
told them at a public meeting that if 
matters were not conducted a little 
more amicably, so as to enable the 
wheels of industry to move more 
freely, the whole thing would break 
down. 

In spite of this mixed experience the 
working classes of New Zealand are 
not happy. It has been authoritative 
ly stated that, though wages generally 
have risen 7 to 10 per cent. the cost 
of living has risen 26 per cent. This 
is feasible when one hears that all the 
employers w.o have been ordered to 
pay higher wages have passed the 
“extra” on to the public, giving the 
court's determination as a reason for 
the advance in prices. 

Three colonies have now followed 
the New Zealand example—New South 
Wales, West Australia and South Aus- 
tralia, and Victoria has adopted an al- 
most similar system of interference 
under another name. 

In New South Wales the judge of 
the court has recently declared that 
he has a sufficient quantity of matters 
on the list to océupy it for the next 
two years, atid the trades unionists 
are calling out for a second court. 
The awards have not been all one 
way, but the court has claimed the 
right to take so many matters out 
of the hands of the proprietor, who 
supplies the capital and rtsks its loss, 
that a deep and widespread distrust 
has permeated the community in re 
gard to the danger run by all who 
embark their capital in any industry. 

The court claims the right to de 
termine what wages shall be paid, 
what hours work shall be exchanged 
for those wages, under what condi 
tions, sanitary and otherwise, men 
shall work, how many apprentices 
shall be allowed, under what condi- 
tions they shall be allowed to work, 
how far. if at all, workmen of one class 
shall be allowed to do the work of 
another class, and in one industry 
the court has actually decided that 
where a manager (of a coal mine) 
wished to dispense with a certain 
number of his men, he was bound to dis- 
miss those who had come most re 
cently Into the employ, irrespective 
of their relative merits. 

It is difficult to understand how this 
ean continue. for, though many men 
with capital have, ; it were, “fixed” 
themselves in one other of the i. 
dustries and cannot, if dissatisfied, 
convert buildings and machinery into 
capital again without a sacrifice, it is 
hardly likely that new capital will be 
invested in any industry whch is des- 
tined to be managed as a going con- 
cern, not by the proprietor, but by a 
court, which consists of a lawyer, 
necessarily inexperienced in prac- 
tical business, and by two nominees 
at a few hundreds a year of the work.

Since 
that time the habit of writing reck- 
lessly baut Kipling. at least. has gone 
out of style. As regards Fitzgerald, 
T feet. in readine over these pages, 
that the silly talk of the day ‘'e* me 
to pass too lightly over the extraordi- 
beauty and humanity of his 
work.” This is a fatal confession. and 
in it we receive a shock of much die- 
appointment in Mr. More. There is 
the admission here that Mr. Mor-s 
judgment in the essay is at fault, and 
if the judgment is unjust, then cer- 
tainly ite author has no right to give 
even greater permanence than it 
attained by its appearance in a maga- 
Zine. Again, Mr. More confesses that 
the conditions which he describes in 
the essay have away—then, we 
ask. and not unjustly. what need of 
giving renewed life to the essay. If 
the conditions have passed, then why 
not let the essay pass’ Mr. More ts a 
serious worker. It is not the. brilllancy 
of his expression, it is not the keen- 
ness of his thought, alone, that give 
value to his work: but it is the ex- 
pression and the ‘thought in a slight 
degree added to the chief claim of his 
work—its weight in judgment—that 
give him place as a critic. There is 
no need, therefore, in preserving an 
article when the wetght of judgment 
fs taken entirely from it. Mr. More. 
in our minds, has opened himself to 
very severe rebuke in this matter. He 
is practically reselling work for which 
he has once been paid. As long as 
that work is as good as his best, so 
jong. we will commend him for doing 
this: but as soon as he allows him- 
self to deteriorate into a mere monev- 
‘maker. then we must take from him 
the high regard which we accorded 
the author of the first series of “She'- 
burne Essays.”". The three pers fol- 
lowing that upon Kipling and Fitz- 
gerald are of a grade that we have 
come to expect from this author.

A French Play.

Dr. F. G. G. Sehnmidt, of the State 
University of Oregon, contributes an 
interesting introduction to Mr. Jenkin’s 
edition of “Le Verre D'Eau" by Eugene 
Scribe. This introduction gives a brief 
biographical sketch of the French au- 


erary work of M. Seribe. Augustin 
Eugene Scribe, Prof. Schmidt tells us, 
was born in Paris, December 24, 1791. 
and the most remarkable thing about 
his life was its absolute uneventful- 
ness. He studied law, but did not 
practice. He drifted from works upon 
to those upon literary 
and dramatic subjects, and soon de- 
came enlisted in the production of 
plays. He was elected to the Aca- 
démie Francaise in 1836. He died in 
February, 1861. The first work by 
Scribe was “Les Dervis,“ written in 
1811.

Secrets of Eurone. 
DIPLOMATIC MYSTERIES. By Vance Thomp- 
son. J. B. Lippincott Company, Philadelphia. 


Vance Thompson comes before the 
reading public with “Diplomatic Mys- 
teries.” in which he gives us a peep 
into the secrets of Europe. This work 
must not be confused with a volume 
which recently appeared which gave 
fictitious accounts of some of the great 
diplomatic deals of Europe during the 
past five years. The author of that

First a word as to the author him- 
ec: Vance Thompson is a journalist, 
author and playwright, now residing in 
Paris. He was born in 1863, and was 
graduated from Princeton University. 
| He afterward studied at the University 
of Jena, at Sachen-Weimar. Germany. | 
He is the author of a number of nov- 
els, among them “Spinners of Life, 
published two years ago, and is a fre- 
| quent contributor of historical essays 
and descriptive articles to the leading 
| magazines. The material for the pres- 
ent volume he collected after resi- 
dence in the capitals of Europe, and 
| from personal acquaintance with some 
(of the most potent of European diplo- 
| mats. He was a close friend of the late 
M. Biowitz, and the editor of the Fi- 
garo, of Paris, has said of Mr. Thomp- 
son: “He is a most versatile and en- 
tertaining writer, and he knows the in- 
side and the romance of the world's 
greatest events better, perhaps, than 
any other journalist since De Blow- 
itz.” 

There are ten stories though by 
stories we must not be regarded as 
meaning fiction—in the present work. 
These are called “The Undoing of a 
King.” “The Great Austrian Conspir- 
acy.” ‘The Sultan's Secret Agents“ “A 
Crown Princes Escapade.” “The Fight 
Between France and the Vatican,” 
The Truth About President Faure,“ 
“The Lady of the Opals,” “Tolstoi— 
the One Free Man in Russia,” “Made 
in England” and “How Revolutions are 
Made in Russia.” 

In “The Undoing of a King’ Mr. 
Thompson deals with that most pic- 
turesque character of European history 
—~Ludwig II. King of Bavaria, the 
sometimes-calied “Mad King.” He 
conjectures that Ludwig did not drown 
himself, as is the common belief, but 
that In endeavoring to escape from the 
restraints of his government officials 
he lost his life—in trying to gain free- 
dom he lost his life. “The Sultan's Se- 
eret Agents” tells how the ruler of 
Turkey has spread a net of secret 
agents over Europe, who keep him in- 
formed in advance of every move by 
every government. “A Crown Prince's 
Escapade” is the romance of Crown 
Prince. Rudolph. The titles of “The 
Great Austrian Conspiracy” and “The 
Fight Between France and the Vati- 
can" are sufficiéntly indicative of the 
nature of the articles to which they 
are appended. In “The Truth Abou* 
President Faure” Mr. Thompson tetis 
how the plot was hatched that ended 
the life of the President of France. 
“The Lady of the Opals” is the tale 
of an adventuress in high tation. Un- 
der the title “Made in England,” we 
have the story of the outbreak of the 
Japanese-Russian War-—is not the title 
full of suggestion’ Nor does “How 
Revolutions are Made in Russia” re- 
quire more than the giving of the ti- 
tle to indicate the nature of the chap- 
ter. An interesting paper indeed tis 
that on “Toletoi—The One Free Man 
in Russia.” Although Mr. Thompson's 
conception of Russia is not altogether 
just to Russia, he seeing her in a less 
favorable light than a wider know!l- 
edge would reveal, still the inaccuracy 
is not sufficiently large to detract 
greatiy from the value of his impres- 
sions. “At Yasnaia Poliana”™ he writes 
“Tolstoi's patriarchal home, in Central 
Russia. there is an old, old woman 
named Agatha. There she was born a 
sert there she has lived a hundred 
years, Seventy-#ix years ago she held 
Tolstoi in her arms. Today, as then 
she watches over him. She loves to talk 
of his boyhood, 

He was a good child,’ she will teil 
you, ‘but feeble in character.’ 

“But when you speak to her of some 
new fantasy of her master-—some new 
project for benefiting humar#ty, or 
some new ideal—she makes no answer; 
only she smiles in an énigmatic way. 
This smile of the old nurse--at once 
kindly and skeptical—represents and 
symbolizes the attitude of Russia to- 
ward the novelist and prophet of Yas- 
nala Pollana. Before his anathemas 
and the thunders of his prophecy old 
Russia smiles, skeptical, but not un- 
kindly. 

„Tolstol is the freest man in Russia. 
Not the great Muscovite Czar himeelf 
is so free in will and deed. Of all the 
fifteen thousand laws of the land not 
one weighs upon him. He says what 
he pleases, writes what he pleases and 
does what he pleases. From Czar to 
tax collector, no official perturbs him. 
Not even the cares of property or the 
burden ot a family rests upon him. In 
that. white land where nothing is free 
where the Czar is cabined among his 
cofincllors, and even thought is chained 
Tolstols liberty le absolutely untram- 
meled. 

Here we have certainly a new view 
of Tolstoi. It is customary to regard 
him as a prophet accepted unquestion- 
ably by his people. Mr. Thompson 
would seem to show that Tolstoi is re- 
garded more calmly by his own neigh- 
bors than he is by his most distant for- 
eign admirer. 

All in all, the book Is one that should

“It shoul be understood at the out- 
eet that these plumes— Which are vari- 
ously called by milliners ‘aigrettes,’ 
‘stubs” or ‘ospreys,” and are dyed to 
whatever color is fashionable—are 
herne by herons, and only during the 
nuptial season, and can be secured only 
by shooting the birds when they have 
assembled in colonies to breed, when 
their usua! shyness has departed, ow- 
ing to the strength of the parental in- 
stinct. Returning to their nests, they 
are shot down and their young left te 
starve. 

“Let it be nailed as a lie that these 
plumes are secured in any other way. 
I do not think that it can be sald that 
I do not make use of my eyes; yet in 
all my explorations of these rookeries 
I have found but one solitary ‘aigrette’ 
feather. badly worn at that. It is in- 
ecnceivable, impossible, that anyone 
could find them in paying quantities 
scattered about in these morasses and 
jungies. Neither are they manufac- 
tured. This Iie has also deen ‘natled," 
as when recently a teading firm in 
England—for whom the claim has been 
made—though challenged to show one 
single manufactured plume. was unabie 
to do so. Manufactured aigrettes and 
hes teeth belong te the same lass.

Im- 
portant privileges on the Standard Ol! 
system will accrue to the National 
lines of Mexico in lieu of the privileges 
of crossing the free tone in Mexico. 

A. G. Wilbor, formerly of Boston, but 
who has lived in Mexico for many 
years, and is owner of the Tequestitian 
Plantation in the State of Jalisco, a 
place of forty square miles, passed 
through the city a few days ago on a 
visit to the old home. He says there 
are many Americans located in his sec- 
tion of the country, and they are all 
preparing for the boom that will follow 
when the Mexican Central Railway 
completes its connection with the port 
of Manzanilio. That port lying mid- 
awy between San Francisco and Pan- 
ama, is bound to attract an immense 
volume of trade to go north and south. 

Jackson Smith, formerly general pas- 
sengéer agent of the National lines of 
Mexico, this week left for New York. 
Instead of sulking because a turn in 
the wheel of fortune had ousted him 
from a fine position, Smith goes to New 
York to enlist the investment of Amer- 
ican money in Mexican enterprises. 
His long residence in this country has 
familiarized him with conditions, and 
few men are in better position to speak 
intelligently to prospective investors. 

GIGANTIC MINING VENTURE. 

One of the most gigantic mining ven- 
tures yet attempted in this country 
is the project of the La Luz Mining 
and Transportation Company, to oper- 
ate in Guanajuato. It wat organized 
according to the laws of Arizona to 
succeed the La Lus Drainage and 
Transportation Company. an English 
concern. The president is J. C. Stew- 
art, a New York contractor of inter- 
national reputation; the treasurer, D. 
N. Morgan, who was United States 
Treasurer under Cleveland and Mc- 
Kinley: the engineer-in-chief, George 
G. Burbank, who won renown for har- 
nessing NI ra Falle. The purpose of 
the organizétion is to drain the mines 
of Guanajugto of accumulating water, 
and thus eßable them to drive down 
further. In its own right the company 
has, however, 2200 pbrtenencias, cover- 
ing seventy miles, located twelve miles 
from Silao, and readily accessibie to 
the Mexican Central Railway. The 
tunnels to be dug will be 1400 feet be- 
low the surface of the ground and the 
main tunnel 12,000 feet in length. 

LINES OF PROGRESS. 


There has been quite an increase in 
the exportation, via Vera Cruz, of 
gums and resins found in that State. 
They go to the markets of the United 
States, Germany and France. The 
demand crystallizes particularly round 
what is know as axacama, or Mexican 


amber. 

Before the discovery, by k. I.. 
Dohery of Los Angeles, of the oil wells 
at Ebano, near Tampico, it was not 
supposed that this country abounded 
in oil. But the striking of gushers by 
the Californian referred to, has. 
been followed by the finding of good 
indications on the Isthmus of Tehuan- 
tepec, and the State of Vera Cruz, 
where the Of! Fields Company is now 
operating, as well as in Sonora and 
Oaxaca. The latest discover has 
been made in the Tamiahua lagoon 
district in the State of Vers Cruz. In 
the meantime Mr. Doheny and his 
assoctates are having their Ol! expert- 
mented with on engines of various rail- 
roads of Mexico. The Mexican Asphalt 
Pavement Company is also about to be 
awarded the contract for laying fifty 
additional biccks of pavement in the 
city of Guadalajara, a contract 
amounting to $200,000, and that with 
Ebano asphalt. 

The Sinaloa Land Company, recent- 
ly organized in Los Angeles, will ex- 
ploit the concession of Congréssman 
Luis Martinez de Castro of Sinaloa, for 
the survey of all the government land 
in that State. The surveying parties 
are to have one-thftd of all the land 
plotted out, with privilege of buying 
the rest at a moderate price, to be 
fixed by the Government. The general 
manager of the company. R. P. Pro- 
basco, formerly of Chicago, and now 
of Los Angeles, who ts here, says the 
work on the surveys is progressing 
swiftly, and that about fifty corps of 
engineers are in the ficld meaturing 
up about 1,300,000 acres a month. The 
concern gives promises not only of re- 
claiming vast sections of neglected 
Lands in Sinaloa, but later séttling 
the same with good American farming 
people. Mr. Probasco calculates that 
the State has about 17,500,000 acres of 
land, of which, so far, only 5,000,000 is 
tilled. 

The mint has commenced coining the 
new pieces, which wil be put 
into cireviation at once. The 5-cent 
pieces will be commenced in a few 
days. 

The Mexican Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Animals has been 
able to get the fountains ordered in 
St. Louls some time since, through 
the National Supply and Construction 
Company of this city. There are t- 
teen in the lot, and they are of iron, 
with bronze trimmings, and with the 
words, “Para Animales,” across the 
face on a nickle plate. They cost the 
society $117.33 silver. each, costing in 
St. Louis $38 gold, and being imported 
at cost by the company. The society 
has memoralised the municipal author- 


ities for permission to have them 
placed at advantageous points 
throughout the capital. 

The Mexico oll Corporation, which 


has 20.000 acres in the vicinity of Tux- 
pan, Vera Crus, is said to have struck 
a gueher which, when uncapped, threw 
a stream fifty feet in the air. It ex- 
pects to strike the main oil stratum at 
a depth of 1200 feet. Reports have 
reached this city that the management 
of the Mexican Central closed a con- 
tract for the use of the Ebano ofl! «as 
fuel and will soon order the remode!- 
ing of engines for its use. It means an 
enormous saving. 

Workmen excavating for the trenches 
of the underground cable system, of 
the Telephone Company uncovered 
ruins and pottery galore: walls six 
feet thick, and numerous cooking 
utensils, as well as some old Spanish 
coins. Bones were also unearthed, ap- 
parentiy of Aztecs, and indicating the 
burial place of those people prior even 
to the capture of Mexico by the Span-

{Brooklyn Kagle:] Frequent mention 
is made in the newspapers recently of 
the speculative success of the stil! 
young Chicago millionaire, Henry Ro- 
eenfeid. We crossed the ocean to- 
gether on the Gascogne a few years 
ago and I afterward saw him many 
times in Paris. His mentor and guide 
appeared to be the late Max Blieman, 
art expert and theatrical manager. 
Blieman certainly acted the part of 
elder brother to the young man, afloat 
and ashore. The story of Rosenfeld’s 
remarkable play at Monte Carlo has 
never been told. He knew almost noth- 
ing about roulette; but 
Mrs. Langiry in “As 
Glass.”

I 
told him of the never-to-be-forgotten 
incident of a beautiful woman, terribly 
burned, being carried into the Café An- 
Klais, next door to the Comique, and 
dying on one of the tables.

RUSSIAN CAVIARE. 


it Was Gathered All Along the At- 
lantic Coast and Sent to 
New York. 


[New York Sun:] Russian caviare is 
coming into New York in a steady 
just new. 
is coming from Long Island and New 
Jersey and all along down the coast, 
but it's all Russian caviare. It is com- 
ing from the Great Lakes, too, but it 
is Russian caviare just the same. AS a 
matter of fact the term “Russian cav- 
lare simply indicates a certain article 
preserved in a certain way, whether it 
be packed in Russia or America. There 
is an anchovy caviare also, put up 
from anchovy roe in Norway, and there 
is a Swedish caviare. But all American 
caviare is Russian. 

Caviare comes to New York during 
May and June. It comes from as far 
south as Florida, and as far north as 
the Great Lakes. There is a gradual 
but perceptible decrease in the Great 
Lakes output every year. Caviare also

OF ACTION. 


“Big corporations are all the time be- 
ing reviled for the debauching of publie 
officials. Why not sten sometimes to 
the other side of the story—give some 
corporations the credit for the times 
they are held up by officials who are 
clamoring to be debauched?” 

Walker J. Leonard, a Minneapolis 
lawyer, who has been a visitor in Los 
Angeles during the past week, stated 
his proposition in this manner last 
evening, I am not defending bribery, 
mind you. Hut I claim that just «s 
often it is the official or representative 
that dehauches the corporation as it is 
the other way around. 

“One striking incident impressed this 
on my mind, showing me how hard it 
actually was for those who represented 
big corporations to keep their feet 
straight. | was employed by a trac- 
tion company that wanted a franchise, 
It was a matter of considerable inter- 
est, both to the public and to us.

But there was no doubting his mean- 
ing. And the other was merely an 
ignorant rogue, who had only sense 
enough to say, ‘How much do I get?’ 
Of course they were both sent away 
with a flea in each ear. But they very 
nearly got even with us afterward. 

“Remedy? Well, the best remedies 
one can think of is to make punish- 


ments for corruption stronger and 
more feared. Ostracize a corrupt offi- 
clal-I would almost aay ostracise 


one who is even suspected. So many 
guilty ones get off without punishment 
and nobody seems to think any the 
worse of therm.

0 EN AND THINGS 
OVER THE SEAS, 
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The European Situation. 


At this prosent moment a new group- 
ing of the European powers seems to 
be in process of making. Although, 
of course, other forces have been long 
at work, the precipitating cause is un- 
doubtedly the German Emperor's visit 
to Morocco, This incident has enor- 
mousiy strengthened the bonds of 
amity between France and England, 
and hes drawn Spain into what thus 
hecomes virtual alliance of Western 
Furope. Toward this combination, 
Italy must gravitate. both by inclina- 
tien and from consideration of her own 
interests. The rapprochement between 


England and France has established 
exceilent relations between France anil 
Italy, the latter country having A- 
ways leaned toward British fricndship 
and British support. Italy's destined 
share of North Africa is Tripoll, oppo- 
site to her own shores and long the 
object of her territorial ambitions. 
With France in Tunis and Algeria on 
the one side, and with England in 
Egypt on the other side Italy obvi- 
ously can gain and hold Tripoli only 
with French and “(FEritieh support. 
These considerations outweigh any Un- 
gering clinging to the Triple Alliance, 
that since the days of Bismarck hee 
bound Italy to Germany and Austria, 
In fact. for all practical purposes that 
alliance may already be declared dead 
even though not yet formally de- 
nounced. 

The Isolation of Germany. 

We have thus a new combination of 
the three Latin powers, France, Italy 
and Spain. with the great Anglo-Saxon 
power to the north. Such a union ab- 
solutely dominates the Mediterranean. 
and makes Germany's actual interfer- 
ence with Moroccan political affaira 
quite impossible. In fact, with Russia 
temporarily broken in power, and with 
Austria-Hungary so hopelessly divided 
as to be on the verge of disruption, the 
German Emperor finds himself at this 
moment in a condition of complete iso- 
lation. Until the internal affairs of 
Russia are adjusted there can be no 
saying wheat will be either the value 
or the direction of her alliance. The 
situation is further complicated by the 
tense crisis in the Scandinavian Pen- 
insula, and the all but inevitable clas> 
of arme in the Balkans. Then there 
is the seething trouble in Crete. with 
Prince George sitting reluctantly on 
the lid: also, the revolt against Tur- 
key in Southwest Arabia, fraught with 
the possibilitie,; of a widespread con- 
flagration. So there is loose powder 
lying all around, and an ex >iosion: wil! 
he averted only by wise, cautious, and 
forbearing diplomacy. But the cause 
of peace will be powerfully nided by 
the universal dread and detestation of 
war engendered by the appalling losses 
of life in the Far East. 

The Assassination of a Grand Duke. 

Yet another illuminating flash of 
light js thrown upon the internal con- 
dition of Russia when we find a 
body of professional men—men of edu- 
cation, men of light and leading—pro- 
viding pensions for the mother and the 
sister of an executed assassin. Yet 
this has been done, the Engineers’ So- 
clety having resolved to provide for 
those dependent on Ivan Platonovich 
Kalayev. who stained the pavement 
of the sacred Kremlin with the blood 
of the Grand Duke Sergius. Thus has 
the tyrannicide become a martyr, and 
his deed honored, instead of repro- 
bated. His own claim, made at the 
trial, has been — granted: 
am not a criminal.” he declared; 1 
am a prisoner of civil war.” After his 
death, the world is now learning some- 
thing of the life of a really remark- 
able and pathetic figure. His person- 
ality has been thus described by « 
French writer: Sieht in figure, timid 
in manner, dainty in his dress, blond, 
pale, with large blue eyes and a pleas- 
ant mile, this is the young student 
whose deed has made the Czar of all 
the Russias afraid to enter his own 
capital, and has banished or impris- 
ened in their palaces the Romanoff

Kalayev was no flery demagogue or 


lazy loafer, agitation an ex» 
cuse for idleness. e was a quiet, un- 
obtrusive youth, although expelled 


from the University of St. Petersburg 
for supporting the “Young Poland” 
literary movement by poems and trans- 
lations from the Polish langunge fo 
Russian magazines. Banished to 
terinosiay. under police surveilia: 
he supported hig mother and younger 
sister by work in a railroad office, 
where his services were so conscien- 
tious and efficient that his pay was 
voluntarily’ raised. When, in 1902, he 
was arrested and imprisoned for twr 
months as a suspect, his place war 
kept for him and his salary continued 
He had once again incurred the dis 
trust. of the authorities by engaging i 
univérsity extension work and organ- 
ising a system of free libraries. T. 
complete his education he went to Sile- 
sia. in Germany, where he became 
Socialist. On attempting to return t 
Russia, he was arrested by the Prus- 
sian police at the frontier, and turne? 
over to the Russian authorities, His 
was one of the cases brought up in the 
Reichstag when the attack was made 
on the Kaiser's policy of using the 
German courts and police to, execute 
Russian laws. Kalayev was thrown 
into prison, and detained there for # 
considerable time. However, it was

He did so, and I took it out of my 
pocket from time to time, and thought 
it over.

He apoligized for not 
writing to me sooner, saying: ‘I have 
been 80 busy carrying out your plans 
that I have neglected to thank vou. 
Let me tell you now, however. that I 
have made more money during the 
last year than ever before in my Ife. 
Somebody else will have to be the vil- 
lage drayman.’ 

“The figures of the government 
show,” Prof. Spillman said, as he 
turned the subject, “that men who 
rent land to grow cotton have earned 
on the average but 82-3 cents a day 
during the past ten years. There is 
money in cotton, lots of it. but not for 
the renters. Let me relate What was 
done with a miserable farm on a hill- 
side in North Georgia. The organic 
matter was all out of it. It was so 
thin and poor that the rains carried 
the soil away. and it had to be ter- 
raced to prevent its disappearance al- 
together. The land couldn't have been 
worse if it had been cultivated. for 2000 
years without manure. In 1896 the 
ewner, in disgust, quit growing cot- 
ton and took up cows. He had 135 
acres of plow land and 199 acres of 
rough pasture. The terraces are gone 
and the land is good—the cows did 
that. Last vear the gross revenue for 
the plow land was $41 an acre or 
$5535. The net revenne was 23 an 
acre, or $3095. The man who owns 
this farm has bought butter machinery 
and is now buying the milk of bis 
neighbors. 80 far he has grown but 
one crop a year in his fields. In 
Georeia he ought to grow two. I have 
told him how to double his crops and 
to increase his herd from 90 to 200 
cows. If he follows my plans he 
oucht to get rich.” 

I asked Secretary Wilson about the 
farmer of the future. “I eam not 
thinking of him,” was the reply. “I am 
dealing with the farmer of today. IT 
want to see him understand agricul- 
tural sclente.” 

“Do you believe that what is called 
the middie class of Americans will 
leave the cities in any considerable 
nunrber to live in the country?” 

“Those who can afford it and desire 
to do so will go into the country and 
live there for their own pleasure. but 
the middle class as a whole will re- 
main in the cities. But for the farmer 
himeelf there are achievement, hope 
and promise for him everywhere.

GOLD ORE ON 
MOUNT SIEGEL.

Los Angelenos Locate This 
Rich Property. 
Local Company to Operate 
Near Carson. 


Real Estate Men to Work

A strike of gold ore that is believed 
by those interested to be equal to 
many finds at Goldfield, is reported 
from Mount Siegel, some thirty-six 
miles southeast of Carson City, Nev. 
The property is now held in part by 
Los Angeles people. 

The story of the find, as told by 
Charlies W. McCrossan, manager of 
the company, is an interesting one. 
Late last fall two prospectors stum- 
bled across some very rich float on 
Mount Siegel in the Pine Nut range. 
It was already winter, and as the 
scene of the find was 9000 feet above 
den level, there was already snow on 
the ground, so that it was only after 
jong hard searching for the ledge that 
they were able to find ore in place. 
Then they decided to wait until spring 
before attempting to work the ground. 

Two months ago one of the locators 
showed samples of the ore to Mr. Mc- 
Crossan, manager of the Goldfield 
Mining and Brokerage Company of 
this city, who was so impressed with 
the showing that he isnmediately tied 
up the locator’s undivided half inter- 
est for his company, paying several 
hundred dollars down to bind the op- 
tion. With his engineers he at once 
proceeded to the spot to investigate. 
On their arrival they were surprised 
to find that the other locator had re- 
turned and had already driven 30- 
foot tunnel in on the vein, so that they 
found the property already proven. 
Workmen were immediately set ‘o 
work and the ven was stripped for 
Over 300 feet on the surface, disclos- 
ing a rich shoot of ore, which, to the 
Amasement of all, continued the en- 
tire distance that had been uncovered. 
Hundreds of pieces of quartz taken 
from all along the ledge were béoken 
and nearly every one showed free 
Fold. 

A careful average test of the entire 
length of the vein by Mr. McCrossan 
and his engineers resulted in showing 
that the great body will run close to 
$400 a ton in gold. The lowest assay 
made from a piece that looked almost 
Darren, went $40.10, and the highest, 
Which was made by 8. V. Childs of 
this city. ran $104,206.15. Assays as 
high as $5000 were easily obtained. 

Whether there is any quantity of 
this rich ore reenains to be seen. Al! 
that has been proven is that the shoot 
is 300 feet and fourteen inches wide 
at the surface and averages $400 a 
ton. A tunnel fifty feet in length has 
been run in on the ore vein proving 
a depth of forty feet. In the tunne! 
tte ore is two and a half to three 
feet wide and identical in every way 
With the rich surface rock. 

The Douglas Mining and Reduction 
Company of Gardnerville, Nev., which 
Owns the other undivided half interes; 
in the mine. has erected a stamp mil! 
within 600 yards of the mouth of the 
tunnel. The two ‘corporations have 
entered into a satisfactory agreement 
for working of the mine and milling 
the ore. Mr. McCrosgan, in speaking 
of the matter, expressed himself as 
being confident of making the mine « 
shipper within sixty days.

ABSURD YARNS 
START AND AID FAKERS. 

The bickering of two papers pub- 
lished at Goldfield calls attention to tae 
way in which ridiculous stories are set 
afloat regarding the doings at the Ne- 
vada camp, the sort of stories that are 
made capital of by unecrupulous pro- 
moters. According to one of the pa- 
pers in question $250,000 worth of ore 
was taken out of the Sandstorm in 
one day recently and thus the story 
has gone out from the camp to the 
world. Now the other paper comes 
out with the statement that on the day 
in question less than $1000 was taken 
from the workings and the rich ore 
had just been struck. It is more than 
likely that the latter statement is a 
great deal nearer the truth. A little 
discrepancy of $249,000 in figures is not 
likely, however, to make the least dif- 
ference with the promoters of the “get- 
rich-quick" mining schemes that are 
being launched all over the country 
since the Nevada excitement began. 
Outside papers dependent for the most 
part upon the Nevada papers for news 
of the mines will no doubt reproduce 
the story, and it will serve to deceive 
many persons who know nothing of 
conditions. 

That an important strike was made 
about the time referred to in the 
Sandstorm is confirmed and the mine 
is making an interesting record as a 
profucer. Assays at a depth of 130 
feet are reported to show as high as 
$200 a ton. This strike was made after 
more than 100 feet of deviopment work 
had been done without any trace of 
values being encountered until the 
course of the drills was changed, when 
the ore body was struck. Some pan- 
nings are said. to have been made in 
one place which indicated as high as 
$30,000. From $1000 to $5000 a ton is 
given as a probable estimate of the 
ore. 

Important strikes are reported to 
have been made lately in the Black 
Butte and the Gold Coin claim on the 
Jumbo Extension. 

TO WORK PLACERS. 


A large area of placer. ground has 
been taken up in Tule Cafion, near 
Gokifield, where good values are be- 
Neved to exist, although at present 
there is’ not sufficient water to work 
them.
